COLLINSVILLE, III., Feb. 25.—The mad dog 
scare which the citizens of this city received 
Friday afternoon. when a nuniberof men 
and children and several dogs were bitten by 
@ strange cur supposed to have been afflicted 
with the rabies, has not yet subsided. As 
‘pudlished in yesterday’s Post-QisPaTcH a 
strange dog wandered into the city about 
4:80 o’clock Friday afternoon, and when near 
the intersection of Main street and Morrison 
avenue attacked severalother dogs and a 
number of people before he was killed. 

The fact that the dog was entirely un- 
non and the symptoms = exhibited 
were such as to justify the 
physicians here to pronounce ita probable 
case of the rabies induced Mayor W. J. 
Mathews to issue to-day the following proc- 
lamation: 

THE MAYOR'S PROCLAMATION. 

In view of the fact that several of our inhabitants 
and a number of dogs bave Been bitten by a dog sup- 
posed tobe suffering with hydrophobia, I, W. J. 
Mathews. Mayor of the city, do hereby order that 
no dog or dogs be allowed to run loose unless 
muzzled from Maren 1, 1893, to April 1, 1898. 

The proper officers are hereby instructed to de- 
stroy or have destroyed all dogs found running at

Copies of this proclamation, printed on red 
pa per, are conspicuously posted around the 
City Hall and in all the stores and other

DR. THOMAS TALKS. 

Dr. E. R. Thomas, of 1114 Madison street, 
who possesses the madstones, has made 4 
study of hydrophobia, and was seen by 
a Posr-DisParch reporter yesterday after- 
noon. The antics of tpe dog had deen 
described to him and he“saſd that his ap- 
parent blindness to obstacles was strong 
evidence that he was actually mad. The 
fact that he had pursued his blinded journey 
out of town to where he rau into Dr. Powell’s 
vehicie and then back again indicated a long 
and severe paroxysm, and was evidence 
that the beast wasinan advanced state of 
hydrophobia. He would recommend that the 
Collinsville people at once kill every dog in 
thetownas a starter. As forthe victims, 
they could wait for the disease to develop, 
When the Pasteur Institute was men- 
tioned, he promptly said that it was a good 
idea. If view of the evident madness of the 
dog the Collinsville people should avall them- 
selves of the treatment afforded by such an 
establishment. 

‘*‘Hydrophobia,’’ Dr. Warner sald, de- 
velops differently tn different persons. Some- 
times it does not break out for two years or 
more. The first symptom is an itchingor 
irritation where the bite was inflicted. Wnen 
the victim feels this it behooves him to go for 
a doctor. If he gets a good pnysicilan—one who 
is read upen rables—the case is 
likely to be manageabie. Hydrophobia is not 
en incurable disease, but some stages of it 
are. 

Speaking of the madstones he gave the 
sufferers Dr. Thomas said they came into his 
possession some time ago and he kept them, 
Many people had strong faith in them, but 
he believed thatalittie medical treatment 
would do no harm, even where te stone was 
used. Ihe doctor did not advocate the stone 
at all, and made no charge for it to the peo- 
ple towhom de loaned it. If there was any

A Terrible Tragedy in One of At- 
lanta’s Prominent Families. 


Miss Julia Force Shoots and Kills 
Her Two Sisters. 


She Surrenders to the Police, but Re- 
fuses to Give Any Explanation.

The other was lying in the lower hall 
near the front door, and was also dead, Om - 
cer Beavers was the first officer to arrive at 
the house, and at once sent for help. 

Immediately after the killing Miss Force 
went to police headquarters and surrendered 
herself to Chief Wright. Chiefof Detectives 
Wright and Capt. Manley went to the house. 
The brothers of the young ladies were at 
their store on Whitehall street, and were 
notifiedat once. Mr. G. H. Force was so 
overcome with grief that he could give no 
accountof the affair. There was noone 
at the house when the shooting was done ex- 
cept the three ladies and no explanation of 
how it happened could be gotten there. 

THE UNFORTUNATE WOMEN. 

A SUNDAY’ PosT-DIsPaTCH correspondent 
saw Miss Julta Force in Chief Wright’s office, 
The Chief refused to allow the reporter to 
speak to her, but did so bimself, She said: ‘‘I 
will not say -ensthing about the matter. It is 
a family atfair and I refuse to say anything 
about it. 

Nothing further than this could be obtained 
from her. She was seated in a rocking 
chair in the detective’s office and seemed 
perfectly calm. She is a blonde woman cf 
handsome appearance. There was nothing 
in her tace to indicate insanity toa layman’s 
eye. Miss Julia Force is about # years old; 
Miss Florence was about 30 and Miss Minnie 
about 25. The Forces are among the most 
fashionable people in the city. The family is 
one which has been at the head of the 
Southern Mercantile interests for over one 
hundred and fifty years. The head of the 
family was, a boot and shoe merchant in 
Colonial South Carolina, and the business in 
Cnarleston has descended from father to son 
ever since, The present head of 
the house, Mr. G. H. Force, 
transferred the business to Atlanta twenty- 
five years ago. One of the brothers, Ward 
Force, now lives in St. Louis, 

There were three sisters, Julia, Florence 
and Minnie. Theyall grewto full woman- 
hood without marrying. ‘They were exceed- 
ingly exclusive, and though prominent and 
fashionable did not recelveextensively. The 
terrible family calamity startles the city,as 
nothing was known of the ‘‘family affair’’ 
referred toso briefly by the prisoner whose 
sanity was never in public question before, 
though it is certain that mental aberration is 
the explanation of the fearful tragedy which 
brings the sympathy of the city to the heart - 
broken members. 

THE SERVANT’S STORY. 

The negro woman employed in the Force 
household as a house servant told a reporter 
what she knew ofthetragedy. She said that 
Miss Julia baa sent herto a store to buy a 
brocm. When she returned the bodies had 
been discovered. When she went for the 
broom she left only Miss Julia, Miss Minnie 
and . iss Florence in the house. Mrs. Force 
was down town. She said iss Julla showed 
no signs of excitement when she sent her 
wway from the house. She said Miss Julia 
had been outof her head for three or four 
months. 

Miss Julia Force, when she first appeared at 
the police station, asked for Chief Connelly. 
She appeared to be periectly caim as ifshe 
was merely there on important business. 
When told that Chief Connelly was at dinner, 
she asked that he be telephoned for. she re- 
fused to say what she wanted or tell her 
name. A telephone message was sent to 
the Ohief, and while the station-house 
keeper was delivering it Miss Force stood 
quietly listening to him. Chief Connelly said 
that he could not come to the 
office until 4 o’clock unless the 
matter was one of the greatest importance. 
When told this, Miss Force told the station 
house keeper that the matter she wanted to 
see him about was of very great import- 
ance. She was not willing to divulge it to 
any other than Chief Connelly. At this junc- 
ture Chief of Detectives Wright entered the 
station. Miss Force turned to him and asked 
him if he was not next to Chief Connelly in 
command? ‘ihe captain answered in the af- 

firmative. **Well,’’ said Miss Force,“ I have 
conimitted a terrible crime and wish to sur- 
render myself to you and to place myself 
under your protection. 

Capt. Wright looked at the well-dressed, 
refined-looking woman before him in amaze. 
ment. Sheappeared perfectly calm and de- 
cidedly incapable of crime.

The mother of the gigls was absent from 
home atthe timethe tragedy occurred, and 
her relatives think that she too might have 
been one of the victims of the killing, but for

The police believe that after sending the 
colored servant out, Miss Julia went to the 
room where Miss Florence lay sick in bed 
and shot her, and them hurrying towards 
. kitchen, met and shot Miss Minnie. She 
then locked the door and started for the po- 
lice station, but some time before this had 
senta message to her brother that Sister 
Florence, who had been ill, was worse. On 
his return to the house he made the 
awful discovery. Whether the 
message to her brother was 
insanely planned as a denouément tothe 
tragedy, or by it she wished to bring him to 
the bouse to kill him, is not yet decided. 
Owing to the reticence of the unfortunate 
woman adn to the fact that the surviving 
members of the familly have not recovered 
sufficiently from the shock to recall the cir- 
cumstances, the facts are to some extent 
confused in the obtainable accounts, 

MISS FORCE IN THE STATION. 

Miss Force has been kept in the office of the 
Chief of Police. To- night your correspon- 
dent again visited her but she declined the 
call, She has been called on by many old 
friends to whom she makes tie 
invariable statement: „My mother 
and sisters beted me, and did all 
they could to make my life miserable: Ire- 
solved to get even, I have done it, have 1 
not? Oh! what a crime 1 have committed, 
but I could not help it, I was forced to it. 

Then she would quit the subject; and turn 
her conversation in some other direction.

crazy for years, but I never thought it would 
come to this;’’ and he buried his face in his 
hands. The woman never noticed his pres- 
ence, nor gave any sign that she 
knew that anything unusual had taken place. 
It was decided that she should remain in the 
Chief’s office all night, anda pallet was laid 
down for her, but she refused to avall herself 
of it, and is spending the night sitting up in a 
chair. 

The funeral of the two dead girls will take 
place to-morrow. There is no doubt to-night 
but that the woman Is insane, 

The Force family belong to the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, Some years ago Miss 
Julla felt that her life should 
be devoted to religion * and she 
secured admittance into the order of Gray 
Nuns, a high church sisterhood, After being 
there some time she concluded that it would 
be better for her to return tothe world. The 
great mistake the familly made, according to 
the criticism of immediate friends, was In 
not having put her into an asylum long ago. 
To mistaken family sympathy the present 
tragedy is due, as it appears now that her 
very erratic conduct antedated three months 
ago. 

ST. LOUIS RELATIVES. 

Mr. Force, the St, Louls brother referred to 
in the above telegram, is Mr. Houston 1. 
Force of the Scott- Force Hat Co., 800 Wash- 
ington avenue. He lives at 4343 Morgan 
street, where a SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter called about 7:15 last evening. The 
colored attendant said that Mr. Force was in, 
but his manner indicated some doubt 
about the gentleman being seen. 
He, however, sent word up-stairs, 
and Mrs. Force came down, She 
said that Mr. Force had just received a dis- 
patch from Atianta,and Was so prostrated 
that he could not be seen. Mrs. Force was 
asked what intelligence they had had in ex- 
planation of the tragedy, and she said abso- 
lutely nothing, except that the sister who 
did the killing was temporarily insane, The 
telegram was but just received; the porter 
must have met the messenger boy as he was 
leaving. The family was just at dinner when 


the terrible news was received, and its con- 


tents completely crushed Mr. Forces. urs. 
Force eagerly read a dispatch which the re- 
porter had brought for the information of 
the iamiiy and what little consolation the 
facts might give. She took it up for Mr. 
Force’s perusal, She returned with a copy 
of the telegram they had just received and 
which read as follows: 
ATLANTA, Ga. . Feb, 25, 1893.

Julia, whfle temporarily insane, killed Minnie

New York, Feb. 25.—The Russian colonists 
say that ee is the first victim of 
the new treaty ok extradition between the 
United States and Russia, and that she was 
made insane by anxiety and alarm about 
that treaty, which many of the Russians in 
this country believe will enable Russia to ex- 
tradite political offenders, and that her 
whole mental energy had been engaged 
under tremendous strain for the past few 
weeks in aiding the movement by her com- 
patriots in this city to prevent the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. It is a fact that she 
went insane Wednesday evening at a 
meetinx called at 56 Orchard street to protest 
acainst.the treaty, suddenly denouncing one 
of the speakers, a Russian named Louts 
Miller, asaspy of the Czar. The news of the 
ratification of the treaty and of the insanity 
of Miss Halpern, in whom the colony has be- 
come very much interested because of her 
flery zeal in behalf of the oppressed in Rus- 
Sia, her youth, beauty and weaith, yester- 
day wrought the colony up to tremendous 
excitement, 

The treaty as amended says: 

An attempt against the life or the 
head of either government or against 
that of any member of his family when such attempt 
compris s the act of either murder, of assassination 
or of poisoning, shall not be considered a political 
offense or an act connected with such an offense. 

This satisfied the American idea of fairness 
apparently, for with this amendment all 
epposition, except from the Russian-Amerk 
cans, ceased, and the treaty was ratified. - 

Why the Russians in this country continued 
their oppsition, and why many of the Rus 
sian colenists are in astate of despair bor- 
dering upon the condition that took Sophia 
Halpern to the insane ward of Bellevue Hos- 
„Mas explained yesterday by Nicholas 


who returned @n Wednesday evening from 
Washington, where he represented the Rus- 
sian- American National League of this city in 
protesting against the treaty. 

Said Mr. Aleinikoff: ‘‘This treaty provides 
that persons making attempts against the 
life of the Czar shall not be considered 
political offenders and may be extradited. 
That seems reasonable enough to persons 
whose ideas of what constittute ‘an attempt 
ayvainst life’ are formed from American law. 
But listen to this, which is Séc.242 of the Rus- 
sian criminal law: 

The plotting (against the life or person or 
dignity of the lord and emperor) is regarded as an 
accomplished crime, not culy in ease an attempt bas 
already beeu made by the wrongdoer to put his 
criminal intentions into operation, but also as socn 
as he has started any preparations whatever for this 
purpose, either by urging another person to take 
part in those intentions, or by @otting a conspiracy 
or starting a secret society for that end, or by form- 
ing such a society or conspiracy, or else by expres- 
sing, either by word orin writing, his opinions and 
suppositions en the subject, orin any ofher manner 
whatsoever. 

»The preceding and following secs. 241 
and 243 provide, among other things, that 
‘all persons whose offenses fall within sec. 
242 are subject to capital punishment.’ 
There you have a law which defines ‘an ex- 
pression by word or writing against the dig- 
nity of the Czar’ to be an accomplished 
crime’ against his life, punishable by death. 
I know how incredible that sounds to an 
American and I suppose it simply cannot be 
comprehended by anyone who has not had 
the fact brought nearly home to him, I, for in- 
stance, had a schoolmate in the University of 
Kier, who believed that Russia should havea 
representative Parliament. Some pamphlets 
advocating this were found in his possession. 
He was charged with an attempt against 
the life of the Czar, found guilty and hanged, 
What has all this to do with the extraditio 
treaty? you ask. Read the amendment 
the treaty and the law I have quoted to- 
gether. The man who has expressed in Rus- 
sia the opinion that that its Government could 
be improved is charged with an attempt 
against the life of the Czar. The treaty 

an attempt auainst the life 

the Czar shall not be 
considered a political offense, and the of- 
tender may be extradited. The man escapes 
to this country. Now, suppose a possibie 
case. The members of the kussian third 
division, this is the secret police, make a 
case against that man and, by the way, they 
know howto make a case. They come here 
provided with aflidavits containing any re- 
quired amount of charges, which may be 
fiction to any extent necessary, and ask for 
his extradition on the charge of an 
attempt against the life of the Czar. If the 
man should attempt to resist in the American 
courts he would be required to give the 
names of witnesses for his defense, and 
every witness he named would be sent off to 
Siberia. Ihe mere fact that an accused 
person had called them his friends would be 
enough to settle their case. As I said before, 
I have no fear that any person so accused 
could be extradited, but the people of 
Russia will not have my knowledge of 
American courts and American fairness. 
The only knowledge they will have about this 
treaty is the knowledge the Russian Govern- 
ment will permit them to have, and I assure 
you that that Knowledge will produce all the 
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lege for women, and many Russian women of 
wealth and education had taken advantage 
of that opportunity for the study of medicine 
to practice without charge, among the poor, 
who have generally very little or no 
medical attendance.

He said 
that she was always anxious to talk politics, 
and although she called berself an Anarchist 
he classified her as an extreme Socialist. He 
had learned that she was engaged to marry a 
man now in London, and had written him to

was quieter, but that she had been declared 

insane by Drs. Fuld and Fitch and would be 

removed to the Blackwells Island Asylum to- 
day. 

Dr. Julius Halpern called on Dr. Douglas 
at Bellevue yesterday and said that he would 
like to be allowed to place tha patient in a 
private asylum. Dr. Halpern states that Dr.

AS TO HOME RULE. 

Several straws have shown in the last week 
that the wind is blowing favorable for the 
home rule Dill. On every division in the 
House the Gladstonians have more than held 
their own to the intense disgust of the Tory 
editors who continue to thunder against 
the whips for not rallying the full strength 
of the Unionist opposition. Another 
subject of Gladstonian rejoicing has 
been the winning of the Cirencester toa seat 
inthe House. The victory is ail the more 
significant as Harry Lawson, the Gladstonian 
candidate, is personally so unpopular that 
he had undergone aseries of mortifying de- 
featsin other constituencies. He was op- 
posed, moreover, by a popular Tory who 
was supported unanimously by the liquor 
men. Despite the handicaps, Mr. Lawson 
secured a majority of 242. As the canvass 
was made almost entirely on the home rule 
issue and contemporaneously with the home 
rule debate in the House there can be no 
Goubt that the result was a popular 
inaorsement of the home rule pol- 
icy. In Gateshead the home rule 
question had been discussed by Mr, 
Alien, the Gladstonian candidate, chosen on 
Friday, with the utmost vigor. Inaspeech 
on Sunday night he gavea fair specimen of 
his uncompromising scorn of Tory pro- 
grammes, when he denounced the Asbourne 
acts as a snare anu farce, described 
the landlords of Ireland as a pack of 
robbers and proclaimed his conviction that 
the House of Lords must be abolished within 
three years. After all these declarations 
Mr. Allen was able to treble the Gladstonian 
majority. Both elections have been inter-

LisBon, Feb. 25.— The Cortes has approved 
the Government proposal to grant amnesty 
to all political prisoners. This will result in 
the liberation of the insurgents who were 
condemed to exile and imprisonment for 
having been engaged in the porto outbreak 
of January and February 1891.

COCHRAN’; CHAMPIONSHIP OF THE 
FELLOW-3ERVANT BILL 


Brines Him Into a Heated Controversy 
With Senator McGinnis—An Apology 
Demanded by the St. Louisan, Who 
Got Little Satisfaction— The Measure 
Sent to Engrossment. 


JEFFERSON ‘ITY, Mo., Feb. 25.—The storm 
lest debate of the session Occurred in the 
Senate to-day between Senator McGinnis of 
St. Louis and Senator Cochran of St. Joseph. 
The subject under consideration was,the fel- 
low servant bill. The discussion, whieti took 
up all the time of the Senate yesterday, was 
resumed shortly before noon. The majority 
report, which included the miners and oth- 
ers engaged in hazardous employment, was 
taken up and discussed for two hours. Sen- 
ator Yeater, a champion of the railroad men, 
moved to amend the billsoas to have it ap- 
ply to railroad men only. This was not ac- 
cepted. Senator Cochran then got the floor 
and denounced the opponents of the bill. He 
said in plain English that their methods were 
**dishonorable and cowardly.’’ 

Senator McGinnis, who has been leading 
the fight againstghe bill, then got on the floor 
and glaring savagely at Cochran demanded 
that the Senator from Buchanan should either 
make an apology or suffer discipline. Along 
wrangle followed, but Senator McGinnis got 
little satisfaction. In a most sarcastic tone 
Senator Cochran said that if he had trans- 
gressed the proprieties of debate he regret- 
ted his course, but his apparent apology 
was an affirmation of his charge. De- 
spite this Senator McGinnis, who wanted 
a vindication, said he was satisfied. A vote 
Was then taken to send the mutilated report 
of the majority to engrossment and it car- 
ried, only three Senators voting in the nega- 
tive. 

‘The champions of the measure, including 
Chairman V. P. Hart of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the rallroad men’s organization, 
said they were perfectly satisfied and that a 
bill for their relief would be passed despite 
the desperate schemes of the rallroad at- 
torneys and lobbyists marshaled by Col. 
Pill Phelps of the Missouri Pacific. The tone 
of Senator Cochranin his reply to Senator 
McGinnis is considered here the most artful 
and biting sarcasm ever observed in the 
Capitol ouilding. 

The bill as it was finally ordered to engross- 
ment contains only the first section of the 
report of the majority of the committee, and 
even that was amended so as to include street 
railroad employes, ‘This reads as follows: 


Sec. 1. That every person or corporation owning, 
operating or using dangerous or hazardous machin- 
6ry and appliances, or operating any steam or street 
railroad, mine or dangerous and hazardous work in 
this State, shail be liable for all damages sustained 
yY any. agent, servant or employe thereof, 
while using and 2 such machine or 
machinery, or engaged in mining or in any other 
dangerous or hazardous work, without contributor 
negligence on the part of the person sustaining suc 
in ary when sustained within this State, and no con- 
tract which limits or restriets such liabilities shall 
be legal or binding.

HANOS OF THE SENATE, 


But the Opinion Preva'ls That the Douge- 
las Brenon of the Legislature Will Be 
Recognised~-No Further Movs to Be 
Made Until To-Morrow — Interviews 
With the Governor and Speaker 
Dunsmore~Ths Radical Wing Advo- 
cate War—The Decision. . 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. %.—The Supreme 
Court this morning, Chief Justice Horton 
rendering the decision, Justice Johnson con- 
curring and Justice Allen (P@pulist) dissent- 
ing, sustained the Douglass, or Republic an 
House as the legal and constitutional House 
of Representatives of the Kansas Legislature 
and incidentally declared that the acts of the 
Dunsmore or Populist House had no staad- 
ing in law. % 

The Populists have decided to take 0 
dennite action uutil Monday, but there Is 
little doubt they will accept the 
decision of the court and re- 
cognize the ’ Republican House. 
They were in caucus three hours this after- 
noon and discussed every phase of the situ- 
ation. Afewof the most radical Populists 
declared they were opposed to obeying the 
decision of the Supreme Court. They ad- 
vised ignoring it entirely, passing ali the ap- 
propriation bills and adjourning at the earl 
est possible date. The more conservative 
members, however, opposed “this, and said 
that While they believed the court 
had no jurisdiction, and its de- 
cision was wholly partisan, they, were 
in favor of yieldtng to it under protest, ad 
giving the people to understand by an official 
declaration that they did so only for the pur- 
pose of preserving peace and that in two 
years they would submit the question to a 
higher power than the courts—the people. 
Mr. M. Whittington of Lincoln County was 
in favor of submitting a proposition to the 
Republican House asking for arbitration of 
the contested seats by a committee of three 
from the Republican House, three from the 
Populist House and one from outside of 
the State to be agreed upon by both 
sides, the Republican organization to con- 
tinue in undisputed effect until all the con- 
tested seats had been decided, then the 
House to be reorganized. This plan met 
with considerable favor, but was not 
definitely agreed upon. 

HE COUNSELED WaR. 

Judge W. C. Webb and F. C. Clemens, two 
attorneys who had conducted the case in the 
Supreme Court for the Populists, were in- 
vited into the caucus to speak. Mr. Clemens, 
who is known as the ‘‘anarchist lawyer,“ 
sald the decision was an outrage, and he ad 
vised the Populists not to respect it. When 
asked what he would do about it, he replied: 
‘‘Fight.”” 

Judge Webb advised them to go slow. 
He said there was no question in the world 
but the Supreme Court had pretended to de- 
cide a case which it never ought to have 


considered a4 moment, but it was the 
best policy forthe Populists to do what 
wduld be indorsed by the people and not 
what their feelings dictated. 

Finally it was decided to leave the matter 
to the -enate and the Governor to do what- 
ever they thought was best. kKepresenta- 
tives Campbell, Whittington and Coburn 
were appointed a committee to con- 
fer with the Governor and Senate 
and make their wishes known to 
the Populist House on Monday morning. All 
three members of the committee belong to 
the conservative element, and itis believed 
will advise the recognition of the Republican 
House without delay. 

THE WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 

Gov. Lewelling said this evening to the 
Posr- DISPATCH correspondent: **I want todo 
the will of the people in this matter as in all 
other og am firmly convinced that the 
Supreme Court has no constitutional power 
to dispose of this controversy, but I can but 
feel it would be proper to submit to 
the highest court in the State, together 
with our protest, and let the ople de- 
cide the ance, Throughout the 
whole trouble the People’s party has 
stood forlawand order, and I think they 
will do the same inthis case. If it comes to 
a question between right and expediency it 
may be best to recognize the Douglass House. 
Iwill not take the responsibility of telling 
the Populist House to recognize the Douglass 
branch. If they want to do so they will doit 
of their own accord.“ 

Speaker Dunsmore said: The only thing 
for ustodo isto abide by it, or refer this 
matter back tothe people. Wedon’t intend 
to quietly accept and indorse this usurpa- 
tion of power on the part of the Republican 
Judge of the Supreme Court in the in- 
terest ofthe Republican party and Kansas 
railroads without at least giving to the 
people of Kansas our Views, both 
ofthe Judges and the questions involved. 
We recognize the jarisdiction of ho court or 
tribunal but that of the Senate and 
Executive, and shall submit to the wishes of 
the Governor and Senate in the premises as 
soon as such wishes are made known. 

This naht has but just begun. Our appeal 
will be to the people and the campaign will 
be opened at Once.’’ 

The Republican House postponed all action 
on the resolution to declare the seats of 
Populist members vacant until Mond and 
adjourned anty 4 7 m. that day. If at that 
time they have definite information that the 
Populists will not recognize the Republican 
House they will at once declare 8 
seats of the fifty four Populists io be 
vacant and will demand of the Governor that 
aspeciai election be called immediately in 
each county to fill the vacancies. If he re-

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THE KANSAS MILITIA. 


MOVEMENT FORITS REORGANIZATION STILL In 
PROGRESS. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 25.—The movement 
for the reorganization of the State Militia Is 
still in progress at the request of the 
Governor and under the direction of Adit. 
Gen. Arts. There are at present in the State 
service twenty-nine companies of infantry 


and one battery of light artillery of two 
sections. The military feature is to be in- 
corporated into the present organization 
known as the Farmers’ Alilance, which will 
be designated as the Military Legion or Unt. 
formed Rank of the Alliance on the same 
basis as the Industrial Legion was formed as 
the political adjunct of the Alllance in 
this State. The Governor claims authority 
to muster out all the military companivs 
formed under Republican administrations 
and has already called for the resignations 
of the Brigadler-Generals now holding com- 
missions. There are 100 other commissioned 
officers who are to be supplanted by * 
ulists upon whom the Governor can rely in 
time of need. The present organization will 
not=bde confined to the regular National Guard 
of Kansas, which is limited to about 1.800 
men, but will create a military force of 5,0 0 
through the assistance of the Farmers’ Alli. 
Lance. Gen. Artz makes this statement: 

„ Men are engaged in drilling all 
over Kansas to-day—not with guns, because 
they have not received arms, but they are 
being drilled in forming and marching and 
they will be drilled with guns when they are 
readyffor them, The law does not prevent 
the organization of an unlimited number of 
militia companies who can arm themselves 
independently of the State, and that is being 
done to-day. The people are in earnest, 
What’s the use of having a military force if it 
won’tobey orders. With very few excep. 
tions the officers and men of the Kansas Na- 
tional Guard are Republicans. The Adminis- 
tration proposes that when this organization 
is completed it will be in such shape that 
when the Governor issues an order he wili 
know that it will, be obeyed. ’’ 

The activity of the Governor and Adjutant- 

eheral in this matter has aroused the Re. 
publicans, and in anticipation of future 
trouble they will also proceed to organize in 
some manner, probabiy by continuing the 
discharged militia companies as Independent 
organizations and forming additional com- 

anies. Ihe commanding officer of the 
opeka company now ia service says that 
when he is dismissed by the State 
authorities he will convey his com- 
mand into independent companies and that 
he has received assurance that other com- 
ies will pursue the same course. There

JAPANESE PAINTING, 


An Interesting Lecture Delivered at 
Memorial Hall 


A large audience assembled last night at 
Memorial Hall, the occasion being a lecture 
by Prof. Koken upon Japenese art. The 
speaker began by tracing the progress of 
painting in Japan from its inception to its 
greatest perfection in the thirteenth can- 
tury, and its history since that time. He 
showed the influence which Chinese art had 


exercised upon Japanese painting and ex- 
plained the difficulty that was met with in 
cutting loose from this influence, and in 
striking out independently. The different 
styles of the great Japanese masters was de- 
scribed, and their particular points of 
excellence explained. The manner in which 
the art of painting became hereditary in cer- 
tain families was also referred to. Much 
stress was laid upon the perfection of Jap- 
unese artin the line ofcoloring, and its pe- 
culiar lack in the line of perspective. The 
speaker stated that the best examples of 
ancient Chinese paintings were to be found 
in Japan, as those representing the condition 
of the art after the thirteenth century which 
had been kept in China had nearly all been 
destroyed.

Des Moines, Io., Feb. 2%.—Judge Josiah 
Given ofthe Iowa Supreme Court presided 
over the mosteccentric entertainment ever 
held in the West last night. Two weeks ago 
there was organized inthis city an associa- 
tion comp sed of 800 leading business and 
professional men, known as the Peg Leg 
Association.!“ The object istofurnish cork 
legs to deserving one-legged people and in- 
cidentally furnish amusement forthe mem- 
bers. County Attorney Spurrier was master 
of ceremonies, while Sheriff McGarrough was 
sergeant-at-arms. Armed witha Winches- 
ter rifle, the latter paced up and down the 
hall for three hours keeping the members 
inorder.

‘Wo SOUND PLATFORMS. 


The true relations of religion and poli- 
tics in this country have been ably defined 
within the past few days from both the 
religious and the political standpoints. 
The excellent platiorm of Gov. Stone in 
which he clearly and vigorously ex- 
pounded the principle that there should be 
no discrimination in politics on account of 
religious faith was supplemented on the 
church side by the Rev. Dr. Matthews who 
declared that there should be no discrim- 
ination in religion on account of politics, 
and no attempt to lend the influence of a 
church to any particular political organi- 
zation. 

Dr. Matthews’ excellent platform was 
brought out by an explanation to a Post- 
DISPATCH representative of his opposition 
to a resolution pledging the ministers of 
his denomination to active work in the 
approaching municipal campaign. This 
opposition, he said, was not actuated by a 
belief that ministers should take no in- 
terest or part in politics. On the other 
hand ashe phrased it, ‘‘I believe that a 
man ought to vote as well as he ought to 
pray or eat! I maintain that the preach- 
ers should educate their people up to the 
point where they will go tothe primaries 
and vote for good government.’’ 

The point insisted upon by Dr. Mat- 
thews is that the churches, which are for 
persons of allshades of political opinion, 
should as churches avoid entangling, ham- 
pering and dangerous political affiliations. 
They should not permit their influence to 
be used in promotion of particular political 
movements, but should limit it to the op- 
eration of a maral force working for good 
through all lines in all organizations. 

The sound philosophy of the subject is 
thoroughly summed up in these two plat- 
forms. As character and good citizenship 
without regard to religious creed should be 
the test of political fitness so the advance- 
ment of good government without regard 
to political creed should be the rule of 
church influence as such in politics.

THE ELECTRICAL CONVENTION. 

The Electrical Convention which meets 
in St. Louis this week will be of more than 
ordinary interest to the world because of 
the wonderful ddvances which have been 
made recently in electrical science. All 
the world is interested in the mysterious 
agency, which remains a mystery in spite 
of its docility and subjection to man. By 
its help it has opened the way to improve- 
ments in the lot of man which no other age 
can parallel, andthe marvels which we 
have already seen are probably as nothing 
comfared to those we shall see curing the 
next decade. During the session of this 
convention we shall hear much of the 
coming wonders and be provided with food 
for speculation for months to come. 

Perhaps the most interesting personali- 
ty among the delegates is that of Nicolai 
Tesla, the young Montenegrin, whose 
genius is unsurpassed by any of his con- 
temporaries. Hitherto all of Mr. Tesla’s 
discoveries have been of principles and lit- 
tle or no progress has yet been made to- 
ward their practical application in the arts 
oflife. Butenough isknown to justify 
expectation of a world of possibilities be- 
yond the reach of fancy’s definition. Al- 
though the experimental stage has not yet 
been passed everything points toa prac- 
tical conclusion of a work which is now 
little more than a theory. Like the tele- 
graph, telephone and phonograph in their 
early days, Mr. Tesla’s suggestions are 
toys to-day, but promise to become most 
useful and beneficent aids to mankind. 

The experience of the last fifty years is 
an earnest of the future of electrical science. 
Since Morse abandoned art for what was to 
him a more fascinating pursuit, it is not 
too much to say that the world has been 
revolutionized by thetelegraph. ‘The value 
of Morse’s invention to civilization cannot 
be estimated, because its greatest worth 
consists in that intangible, immaterial 
kind of riches which are not measured in 
dollars and cents. Mankind isnowa great 
family whose interests, happiness and 
suffering are in a way the common 
possession of the race, shared at the same 
time through a sympathetic feeling 
which has been quickeffed by, almost 
instantaneous communication. The bear- 
ing of future discoveries on ques- 
tions which now perplex and frighten 
humanity cannot but be equally as great 
as that of the telegraph. Rapid transit,

The man who, a 
few hours ago, may have signed a treaty 
with the greatest power on earth, or or- 
dered the march of an army, or direct- 
ed an addition of millions to the 
national indebtedness, is all at 
once a plain, unobtrusive citizen, 
one of 65,000,000 other persons constituting 
the republic,and owing such allegiance and 
service to his sfccessor as his country may 
need. 

What are the thoughts ofa retiring Pres- 
ident on his way to the train? The 
shrewdest of reporters will never pump 
this information from him. Perhaps he is 
wishing that he could have just one more 
term, that certain great projects might be 
carried out as the new man is certain not 
to develop them; or perhaps there is the 
feeling of a great burden lifted from his 
shoulders. There is undoubtedly some 
sadness. It could not be otherwise. No 
deposed monarch ever forgot his crown. 
No retiring President will readily forget 
his official pre-eminence. It is a great 
thing to have been President of the United 
States. But, whatever may be the 
thoughts of our outgoing Presidents, may 
they live long and prosper. 


BEYOND CONTROL. 

Somebody who has not courage enough 
to sign his name to what he writes himself 
sends a letter for publication in the Post- 
DISPATCH denouncing the St. Louis news- 
papers as cowards because they do not get 
into a towering’ passion over the unequal 
treatment of alleged ravishers in this State. 

The anonymous letter aforesaid talks 
about the damnable one-sided justice“ 
which permitted a negro to be shot in jail 
with fourteen bullets for-an alleged assault 
upon a young lady, while a white villain 
accused of a more revolting outrage upon 
a woman was turned out on bail in an- 
other county not more than fifty miles 
away. 

Now in the eyes of the law one 
ravisher deserves the same pusish- 
ment, the same treatment, precisely 
as another, and blind justice would note 
no difference in the colorof their skins. 
There is absolutely no reason why the 
newspapers should fear to say that a white 
ravisher as richly deserves to be lynched 
as any negro guilty of the same crime, for 
nearly everybody would indorse the prop- 
osition. And if the law were permitted to 
take its course alike in all cases we have no 
doubt that tolerably even-handed punish- 
ment would be meted out in all cases. 

But if the excited neighbors and kins- 
men of one victim defy the law and put to 
death without trial the man accused of an 
outrage, or attempted outrage, that 
is no reason why the press should 
denounce the kinsmen and . neigh- 
bors of another victim for not dealing in 
the same way with another accused of the 
same crime in another community. It 
would be wrong for the press to try to 
make lynchers out of people disposed to 
be law-abiding or Quakerish. 

A white man in the place of the negro in 
jail at Moberly would probably have met 
with the same treatment. There are some 
crimes which spread a very dangerous 
emotional insanity among the neighbors 
and kinsmen of the victim—aninsanity 
that is stronger than the law in some com- 
munities, but not in all. Hence the 
various and unequal punishment meted 
out to ravishers in this and other States. 
And this inequality, for which neither 
law nor justice nor the press is responsi- 
ble, is in most rural communities beyond 
the control of the law or the press.

But we do not need the assistance of Paul 
to see that there is no such equality in the 
distribution of the moral instincts as is gen- 
erally assumed. Among the members of the 
same family, born and reared under the same 
influences, we often see one in whom from 
earliest childhood these instincts are highly 
developed, and another in whom they are 
very weak—sometimes almost tnperceptibie. 
For the one, goodness is natural and easy} 
tor the other it is difficult ana well-nigh im. 
possible. Weadmirea fine pbysical organ- 
ization, but we do not praise the possessor ag 
if it were something he had acqutred for him- 
self. Yet we always praise the possessor of a 
une moral organization, as if he himself nad 
made it. We have pity for those unfortun. 
ates who are born blind, or deaf, or lame, or 
hump-backed, and must carry their burden 
of infirmity through life. But how seldom do 
we pity—at least as deeply as we ougat— 
those far greater unfortunates who are born 
morally bund. or deaf, or lame, or hump- 
backed? How seldom, how very seldom, do 
we take into such consideration as we ought 
the hereditary bias and social environment 
of the so-called ‘‘vicious classes? — the 
agencies which have made it practically im- 
possible for them to de otherwise 
than. vicious, In this, and in every 
large city, there are hundreds, 
H not thousands, of men and women who 
know and care as little about the moral law 
as ofthe law regulating eclipses. The only 
law which concerns them in the least is that 
which is represented by the policeman. They 
lie, cheat, stealand commit greater crimes 
as naturally as their more favored brother 
and sister refrain from these things. What 
reason have you to believe that the petted 
darlings of your nursery would not grow up 
into just such men and women if they had 
similar birth, associations and surroundings? 

It is not, of course, for me to discuss the 
eternal questions of the originof evil, free 
will and foreordination—though I fancy I 
know quite as muchof the kernel of these 
tough nuts as do the professional nut-crack.- 
ers. But if there are vessels of wrath fitted 
for destruction,“ my sympathies are with 
them rather than with ‘‘the vessels of mercy 
prepared unto glory.”* And I devoutly join 
in the Persian prayer and say ‘‘Amen’’ to it. 


I was recently told by a friend of the late 
Bishop Brooks that this great and good man 
whose death was a public calamity had 
averaged preaching two sermons every day 
for the past year, besides performing other 
episcopal duties, and the more personal ones 
pertaining to marriages, funerals, ete. Now 
what does this mean? It means that, in spite 
of a superb physique such as is hot given to 
one in a hundred, he killed himself by over- 
work—by taxing too heavily and too continu- 
ously physical powers as exceptional, per- 
haps, as were the moral. It was a case of 
unintentional suicide, done in a noble cause 
indeed, but none the less suicide. Bishop 
Brooks ought to have known, and doubtless 
did ‘Know, that te was working too 
hard and too persistently ; that 
he was burning life's ‘candle at 
both ends,’’ with the usual result in pros- 
pect. He intended, of course—as they all do 
—to stop short of the danger line; but he 
crossed without knowing it, and now he has 
gone from the world that needed him soe 
much, 

On this dank and shoal of time. where 
for a brief season we pitch our moving tents, 
one thing, and only one, can bo clearly seen 

and 


in the physical, mental and moral do- 
main, that reign extends; it is universal. 
Whoever violates the laws of his physical, 
mental or moral nature, must pay the pen- 
alty, whether he be saint or sinner. Phillips 
Brooks, for the sake of his mental and moral 
nature, sacrificed the physical, and 
he paid the inevitable and inexorable pen- 


alty. The penalty was not removed or

Wastinotor, D. C., Feb. 2%.—The silver 
men started their fight to defeat the sher- 
man bond amendment to the sundry civil bill 
to-day, and they have succeeded in involving 
Mr. Bland took 


the leadership, and when Judge Hol- 


man proposed that all the amendments 


to the Dill be non-concurred in 
with the exception to that relating toa bond 
issue, be promptly asked that the 
House also non-concurinthat, He thought 
that it should be debated until Mon- 
afternoon, and then the House 
conferrees be instructed to non-concur, 
Bourke Cochran objected and the silver men 
started in to block consideration of the bill. 
Under the rules each amendment has to be 
taken up separately anda motion to concur 
Or non-concur entered. Judge Holman made 
the niotion inthe first amendmentand the 
silver men opposed it. They were beaten 
two to one, but Mr. Bland first demandeda 
Givigion and then asked for tellers. The 
process of marshalling a quorum or a vote by 
tellers is a long and monotonous pro- 
ceeding. Finally Judge Holman’s mo- 
tion prevailed, but on the next amend- 
ment the same tactics were followed by 
the silver men. It took two hours to reach 


votes of non-concurrence on these amend- 


ments. The bill has 207 Senate amencments, 
and if this plan were to be followed the 
whole of next week would be consumed in 
them. When. the fourth amendment was 


. geached Mr. Bland was recognized,and made 
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a bitter attack on the bond provision, 
charging that it was urged at the instance 
of Wall street, and particularly the trust 
companies with heavily watered stock. 
These people, he said, wanted a cola bond 
issue to convince Buropean investors that 
they would be paid in gold. He denounced 
trusts or companies, which he said should 
receive early attention from the Department 
of Justice under the new administration. He 
thought no Secretary of the Treasury should 
be given authority to issue bonds to an un- 
limited amount, as was possible under the 
Bherman amendment. 

Mr. Williams of Mississippi reported that 
fhe Secretary of the Treasury was vested 
with the rigkt to issue bonds to maintain 
the gold reserve under the present law. He 
said the amendment authorized him to nego- 
tate the loan at a lesser rate of interest. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Williams’ remarks 
the House suspended business and listened 
to eulogies of the late Senator Barbour of 
Virginia. 

How the fight will terminate is a problem. 
The silver men repeat their former declara- 
that they will endeavor to hold up the bill 
unless the amendment is withdrawn, and, as 
the anti-silver n are not disposed to yield, 
the situation has become critical, The ‘‘hola- 
ing-up’’ of the sundry civil bill ould in all 
probability necessitate an extra session. The 
silver men are quite willing that this should 
be a result of their efforts, as they are boast- 
ing of having increased strength in the new 
House. The leaders of the House, however, 
are not prepared to accept responsibility for 
an extra session under the circumstances, 
and if a compromise of some character is not 
arrived at the Rules Committee may bring in 
a rule for a vote on the obnoxious amendments 
and the Dill itself. 

The situation is giving the Speaker and the 
other leaders no little concern, as neither 
side shows any disposition to compromise. 


TAOTIOS OF DELAY. 


DETAILS.OF THE LONG FIGHT IN THE HOUSE 
TO DAY.

ROTHSCHILDS, SIR HECTOR HAY AND 
OTHERS ON THE SITUATION. 


The Authorities at Washington Must 
Change Their Policy—To the United 
States the Siiver Question Dwarfs th: 
Gold Quest!on—Causs and Effect of the 
Unusual Exports of the Yellow Metal 
From New York—Continental Coun- 
tries Hoarding It for Political Fur- 
Poses. 


LonDon, Feb. 25.—Over here men who have 
spent their lives in the study of financial and 
commercial problems look with distrust on 

the present monetary conditions in America, 
and in view of the persistent outflow of gold 
they are keeping a sharper outlook than ever 
on American securities, 80 far as they are 
willing to assign any one reason above others 
for the threatened crisis, they say that the 
Sherman silver purchase act has more to do 
with it than any other one cause. As a rule 
they do not believe it is right to 
offer advice or to make open comment on the 
finance of another nation. Still the greatest 
expertsin Europe and in the world have 
been interviewed this week by corre- 
spondents of the Post-DisPpascH and have 
said something on the political finanaciering 
which is causing the present flight of gold 
from America and threatening serious 
disturbance of commerce. Men of no 
other class are so cautious in 
makirg statements as those who have large 
financial dealings. Like physicians they try 
to avoid direct prophecy. Take the views of 
Sir Charles William Fremantle as typical of 
this conservatism. Heis the master of the 
royal mint and perhaps the greatest living 
authority on matters relating to the coinage 
of gold and silver. He received the Posrt- 
DISPATCH correspondent yesterday morning 
at the mint and talked frankly about the sit- 
uation, but only in general terms. 

BROKEN ALL CANONS. 

„Really, said he, America has com- 
mitted so many financial sins it is simply 
impossible to predict anything about her. 
She has sinned against all received and 
recognized canons of finance and has flown 
inthe face of almost universally accepted 
theories, Yetin spite of these sins, which 
would mean bankruptcy to an 
older and less quickly recuperative 
mation, she has prospered and is still pros- 
pering. We of the older countries have to be 
careful in order to live. America can afford 
to be prodigal. Butreally I am not an au- 
thority in those matters. You should go to 
the Governor ofthe Bank of England or to 
Sir Hector Hay, the bullion expert, for au- 
thoritative statements.’’ 

„Can you not say,.“ the correspondent 
asked, ‘‘what the cause of this gold export is 
and how long it will probably continue?“ 

et would be rash, Sir Charles answered, 
**for any one at this distance, and withouta 
more intimate acquaintance with every 
minutes connected with the matter, to say 
just what the causes are. The baser metal 
increased by the Sherman act may drive 
out the better metal, and according 
to our theories, ft does so. But there may be 
other operative clauses of which I have no 
knowledge. Tre peril ofthe thing is the 
natural perilofthe loss of credit. As to the 
length ofits continuance no man of any ca- 
pacity can say, dependent as it is upon so 
many considerations from the balance of 
trade down orup.

A RECOGNIZED AUTHORITY. 

The great Governor of the Bank of En- 
gland, the Rt. Hon. Wm. Lidderdale, was 
found by your correspondent entrenched be- 
hind any number of sentries and officials in 
an immense inner room at the end of a long 
series of chambers in the left wing of the 
bank. He was busy with a conference on the 
Baring liquidation and could spare time for 
only a short audience. He, too, although at 
the head of the greatest banking institution 
in the world, mostly disclaimed any authority 
to speak on American financial methods.

WHY THEY HOARD GOLD. 

Sir Hector Hay of the firm of Mocatta & 
Goldsmith, bullion merchants, is recognized 
as the greatest technical expert alive. He 
sald: The general opinion among us is that 
Germany, Russia, Austria and France are 
hoarding up gold for political purposes, I 
strongly credit this assumption, because 
there are many factors that O toward 
proving it. In my opinlon the sent gold 
export has nothing to do with trade balance. 
The gold goes on account of exchange and 
not for balancing trade accounts. Within 
the last thirty years similar gold exports 
have happened, though perhaps not 

the same extent. In those 
the balance of trade was the 
But that gold has generally 
flowed back again to the United States, after 
a few months, for shipment of grain, stocks 
and shares. Thatis not likely to occur now. 
No gold will come back from Russia, Austria 
or Germany. lama strong Dimetallist. To 
America the Silver question is of 
much greater importance thao the gold 
question. The depreciation of silver 
after the demonetization by Germany 
in 1874 has been most injurious 
to the trade interests of England. Of all the 
silver-using countries the repeal of the Sher- 
man act would be most tnjurious to England, 
for should the price of silver be lower yet, 
the English trade would be hurt stiil more. 
The only cure for all these grievances Is bi- 
metallism.. If England could be induced to 
join America and France in establighinga 
ratio between silver and gold all these evils 
would cure themselves. 
GOING TO RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA. 

S. A. Pixley of the firm of Pixley & Abell, 
the greatest bullion brokers in the world, 
said: ‘‘We have considerably more ofthe 
efiects than of the causes of the gold exports 
from the United States. A large portion of 
the gold goes to Berlin, but none of it stops 
there. It nearly all goes to Kussia and Aus- 
tria, especially the latter country, which has 
lately needed much gold to augment its new 
gold currency. The gold demands this side 
ofthe Atlantic indeed are abnormal. The 
price of gold is inflated to 78 shillings per 
ounce standard. The bank not being a 
buyer at better than 77s 9d, no gold reaches 
the Bank of England in consequence. Of 
course one of the causes is the steady move- 
ment of exchange between England and 
America. The gold drain has been persist- 
tently one way. I don’t know that this is 
due to the overproduction of silver, in fact 
1 do not belleve it Is. 

If one might hazard a guess, andIthinka 
pretty guess, a row in Europe, anticipated 
by most of the Central European nations, 
influences them to haveas much gold in the 
country as possible. It cannot be denied 


It stands to Wason tuat half the danger ofa 
crisis in European nations disappears by 
their being weil prepared beforehand. Re- 
garding the American silver question, I 
think that the Sherman act never had a 
fair chance. Months before the act came 
into operation we were shipping silver largely 
from this side tothe United States,a thing 
that rarely happened before. The specula- 
tors in New York then bought silver from all 
partsof the world with the result that the 
United states had already an enormous load

HARD WORDS FOR HARRISON. 

In this connection the following editorial 
from the Daily News of Thursday is signifi- 
cant: 
inability of Harrison to grasp the situation is 
not to be conceived, Heis reported to be of 
the opinion that United States Gov- 
ernment bonds if issued would only 
satisfy an international syndicate 
of speculators who are supposed 
to have maliciously drawn away the gold, 
with the deep- laid plan of sending it back to 
pay for such bonds.

For some time it has 
seemed as if nothing but a premium 
on gold, which means a disturbance 
in values quoted on every market 
in the United States, would open the 
eyes of the American people to the meaning 
ofthe Shermanact. It is true they had a 
premium long after the civilwar, but they 
took pains to de rid of it. No getting of gold 
by violent means will puta. permanent end 
to the now threatened tro ubles. The only 
way of keeping paper at par with gold is to 
pay out metal freely and also, this 
more emphatically, to restrict the circula- 
tion of such paper promises. If a theater 
issued more tickets than the number of 
people who could be seated tickets would 
soon loose their value. Silver certificates in 
America, which only keep their current 
value because of the popular belief 
that the holders always get gold if necessary, 
have been overissued.’’ 


INTERPRETERS IN THE GERMAN ARMY. 

FRANKFURT-ON-THE MAIN, Feb. 23.—A new 
wrinkle is soon to be introduced in the Ger- 
man army in the form of a sufficient number 
of interpreters, composed of officers and 
military employes, which are to be added to 
each regiment in times of war. The Russian 
and Polish language is to be taught in all the 
garrisons on the eastern front of the Em- 
pire, and the French tongue in all the rest. 
The study of these languages is optional 
with the soldiers of the garrisons, but 
a special fund has been created to be ex- 
pended in procuring excellent teachers, 
and the giving of prizes to the successful 
men. Every year during the month of March 
examinations will be held by the army chief 
in the various garrisons, and all inter- 
preters that dave graduated from these 
schools of languages will be compelled to 
undergo examinations every five years. Om 
cers and ot ers, who have passed the inter- 
preters’ examination with distinction will be 
sent free of charge, and as a sort of reward 
for merit, to the various countries, whose 
languages they have learned tospeak,as weil 
as write and translate, in order to perfect 
themselves. 

The English army has long ago taken the 
initiative in this direction, and it is to be 
vigorously pursued in the German army.

Charles O'Dwyer Finds His Wife With 
Peter d. Kavanaugh.

A LIVELY CHASE THROUGH THE COR- 
RIDORS OF THE HuVSE.

The Indignent Eus band Shatters the 
Wrist of His Wifs’s Guilty Paremour 
~—O’ Dwyer Tells How He Came to Dis- 
cover the Woman’s Faithlessness— 
Never Suspectei Her Till Fricay—fhe 
Diseppears During the Excitement— 
Kavanaugh Refuses to Make Any 
Statement. 


Peter G. Kavanaugh, who is stopping at 
the Capitol Hotel at Ninth and Chestnut 
streets, was shot through the right wrist at 
the Cherokee Hotel, at Sixth and Market 
streets, about 7:45 clock last night, by 
Charlies O’Dwyer, Kavanaugh having been 
found by O’Dwyerin a room in the hotel 
with O’Dwyer’s wife. O’ Dwyer was arrested 
and 'ocked up at the Four Courts. He ad- 
mits the shooting. He fired three shots, one 
of which took effect. 

A Very sensational story is connected with 
the shooting. O’Dywer is a switchman, 24 
years old, and is employed by the Missouri 
Pacific Railway. His wife’s name is Ella. 
She is of the same age as her husband. The 
couple have been married three years. Ac- 
cording to O’Dwyer’s statement his wife 
met Kavanaugh atthe Post-omce and went 
with him tothe Cherokee Hotel, where they 
engaged a room. O’Dwyer also engaged a 
room and in a short time knocked at the door 
ofthe room occupied by his wife and Kav- 
anaugh. The door was opened by Kav- 

ugh, and the shooting occurred. 

Kavanaugh then ran out of the room, 
through the hotel and office and into the 
street, attired only in his siiirt. He was fol- 
lowed by O’Dwyer, who fired a second shot 
at him, but without ” effect. Polic- 
men Goetz, Kavanaugh, Keller and Downey 
were standing in front of the Grand Opera- 
house on Market street, ani heard the shot. 
They rushed into the Cherokee Hotel and 
found everything in confusion. O' Dwyer and 
Kavanaugh were still there when the 
police arrived and were placed under arrest, 
Mrs. O’Dwyer escaped in the confusion. 
O’ Dwyer was taken to the Four Courts. A 
cab was called and Kavanaugh was 
taken to the Dispensary, where it 
was found that his wrist was 
shattered. Afterthednjury was dressed he 
was sent to his hotel, 

O’DWYER’S STORY. 

O’Dwyer was seen by a Pos?-DIsPATCH re- 
porter inthe hold-over a short time after 
being locked up and made the following 
statement: 

I have been married three years. I never 
had occasion to suspect my wife until yester- 
day. Laman extra, and work sometimes at 
night and sometimes in the day. Last 
night I left home to report for work, 
but did not show up, 
home, I live at 822 South Eigh- 
teenth street. A short distance from 
where I live I saw my wife talking to a 
Stranger, He was a mau about 26 years old, 
with smooth face, and was dressed fairly 
well. They did not remain talking long 
when they separated. Ithen went up to my 
wife and asked where she was going. She 
said she was going home. Iaskxed what she 
was doing out, and she said that she was 
looking for me. I said that was a queer 
statement, and inquired where she expected 
to find me, knowing that I had gone to work. 
She said, ‘Ogou sometimes walk the street.’ 

We returned home. This afternoon she 
went out and 1 followed her. she went to 
the Post-office and was met by the man I had 
seen her talking to the night before, They 
met in the corridor in front of the genera 
delivery. After talking about ten minutes 
they separated. I foliowed Kavanaugh when 
he weat out. I wanted to learn something 
about bim, what his name was and what 
business he was in. He went south on

BOLAND TRADES SCHOOL. 


Popular Instituticn Grown Out of a $50,- 
000 Eequest. 

New York, Feb. 2%.—When Wm. Boland 
died in 1854 his will was found to containa 
bequest of $50,000 for educating orphan boys 
in the practical business of life. His idea 


was to teach them trades and make them in- 
dependent. At that time $50,000 was con- 
sidered a large sum of money. It was in- 
vested in a property at Peekskill, which was 
called the Boland Farm. The management 
of the farm was placed by the Catholic 
Bishop ef the diocese in the hands of 
the Christian Brothers. It was 
found after years of experimenting that, 
while it was more than self-supporting, bet- 
ter results might be secured for the orphan 
boys in some other direction. 
cordingly decided to dispose of the farm and 
erecta trades school. ‘Ihe school property 
was sold ror about $60,000. This made the 
nucleus of anew fund. Sufficient money was 
added to warrant the commencement of 
work a few months ago, and plans were pre. 
pared for a commodious building on tne west 
side of Madison avenue, between Fifty-first 
and Fifty-second streets. This part 
of the orphan asylum property 
is held under an agreement 
made with the city in the 308. 
By this it was stipulated that the asylum 
should waive its right to receiving $110 per 
capita from the city for the care of the in- 
mates in consideration of the fact that the 
vb ppt would be free from taxation. The 
and cannot be sold or exchanged. nor can 
it be used for anything except an orphan 
asylum. Fallure to comply with the agree- 
ment in any particular would result in re- 
version to the city. It is i 
that Cornelius Vanderbilt would 
given more than a million dollars for 
the plot if it coula have been purchased.

Growing Strength of the Agitation Led 
by the Farmers’ League. 


ITS COURSE NARROWLY WATCHED BY 
KAISER WILHELM. 


Its Purpose is to Bring About the Down- 
teu of Chancellor Von Caprivi and 
Chenge the Financial Policy of the 
Goverament—Bismarek.in Close Touch 
With the Heads of the New Political 
Movement—Rector Ahiwardt Released 
From Prison. 


BERRLIx, Feb. 25.—Emperor William was 
present at an official dinner last night given 
by Dr. Von Boetticher, Secretary of the Im- 
perial Home Office and representative of 
the Chancellor. His majesty led che conver- 
sation, which was devoted to the absorbing 
topic in political circles, the formation of a 
great agrarian party. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi, the anniversary of 
whose birth it was, was the only Minister 
who was not present at the banquet. 

The Emperor, in offering a toast to the ab- 
sent Chancellor, alluded to his sacrificing his 
personal feelings to the service of the State, 
and to his fidelity to his Emperor, in 
such terms as inspired the conviction among 
his hearers that Chancellor Von Caprivi 
will only be driven from office when the Em- 
peror shall have been forced to succumb be- 
fore an overwhelming defeat of the Imperial 
policy. Theagrarian coalitions, while affect- 
ing loyalist reverence for the Emperor, prac- 
tically demand aradical change in the im- 
perial policy. 

The strength of the agitation led by the 
Farmers’ League develops daily. Since the 
Agrarian League formulated its programme 
every day has seen additions to it from kin- 
dred interests. The Congress of German 
Agriculturisis and the Peasants’ League, 
with 40,000 members of the Financial and 
Reformation and Bimetallic League, have 
successively announced their full agreement 
with the objects of the Agrarian League. 
The wire pullers behind all these associations 
are the same, but 
different persons appear in the scenes. 

PURPOSE OF THE LEAGUE. 

The plot tends to one denouement, the 
overthrow of Von Caprivi, protection of the 
agricultural interest and a return to bi- 
metallism; the leaders of the coalition al- 
ready feel powerful enough to declare that 
nothing short of a reversal of the whole poll- 
cy of the Government will content them. As 
the Emperor cannot be expected to assent 
to their demands the party aims at a dissolu- 
tion of the Reichstag at the earliest possible 
day. Formidable in itself, the coalition is 
turther fortified by a union with the anti- 
semitics. 

The peasants’ league in agreeing to dissolve 
and merge itself into the agrarian interests 
must consolidate so as to present a bold and 
united front to radicaligm, socialism and 
Judaism. The resolution found a hundred 
fold echo throughout the country. 
The Freissinige press scouted the 
movement with pretended contempt. 
The agitation is too obviously 
potent now to de discussed other 
wise than seriously. An election at Leige- 
nitz, hithertoa stronghold of the Freissinige 
party. giving at the last preceding election 
only 150 votes to the anti-Semitic candidate, 
nearly resulted onTuesday last in a Freissi- 
nige defeat. Hertwig, an advocate, who 
was the anti-Semitic candidate, received up- 
wards of 5,000 votes against 6,000 cast for the 
Fressinige candidate. 

Herr Hertwig’s claimtothe votes of elec- 
tors was that he was counsel for Rector Ahl- 
wardt in the recent libel suit brought against 
that noted anti-Semitic. He owed his heavy 
poll to Conservative votes. A reballot is nec- 
essary, and this will probably result in the 
return of the Sgeiessinnige candidate. In the 
meantime the enormous decrease in the anti- 
Semitic vote has dismayed the Liberals, who 
are regarding their chances as second in the 
less hopeful districts. 


WATCHED BY THE KAISER. 

The Emperor is following the movement 
with close attention. He directed Herr Lu- 
canus, the che chief of his private cabinet, 
to send trusted agents to attend the Agrartan 
meetings and to tele graph reports from the 
various centers of the country. 

Prince Bismarck is in the closest touch 
with the Agrarian leaders. He has re- 
sponded to expressions of devotion sent to 
him from a number of meetings with assur- 
ances that he is in full sympathy with the 
Agrarian agitation, The Hamburger 
Nachrichten, in a series of articles obviously 
inspired by Prince Bismarck, incites’ the 
leaders of the movement not to abate their 
attacks uponthe Government and predicts 
their eventual] triumph. 

Rector Ahlwardt was released from the 
Ploetensee Jail yesterday, his sentence hav- 
ing expired. His release was made the occa- 
sion of a demonstration by the anti-Semitics. 
Herr Hertw'!¢ and Herr Werner, a member of 
the Reichstuy, denounced the Hebrews in the 
usuel violent manner of the anti-Semitics. 
Ahlwardt was heartily cheered upon declar- 
ing that he was prepared to forfeit his liberty 
againif by so doing he could hasten the do- 
iverance of the Fatherland from the loath- 
some plagueof Judaism.

In response to inquiries made at the For- 
eign office as to the truth of the reports that 
negotiations are being conducted for a 
German-Americad commercial treaty, your 
correspondent learned that no communica- 
tions ot any kind are proceeding.

The Home Rule Measure is Nota Settle- 
ment of the Island’s Claims to Nation- 
hood—Dublin’s Proposed Parliament 
Will Be a Mere Mockery—England

NEW Tonk, Feb. 25.—The Irish National 
Fedération of America has issued the follow- 
ing appeal, which is addressed to ‘‘the 
friends of home rule in America: 

IRISHMEN—We have now had a very strong 
and let us say a frank acknowledgment 
from the greatest living Englishman of the 
justice of the cause of Ireland. Once before 
we bad a similar acknowledgment from 
the same great statesman, Who after half 8 
century of service to his country, was willing 
to confess that the methods of En 
gland in dealing with Ireland 
had failed, and conciliation should 
be substituted for coercion, Our 
people not unnaturally rejoiced when the 
home rule bill was introduced in 1886, and 
now when for the cond time the home 
rule measure has deen placed de- 
fore the British Parliament, Irish 
men are inclined to congratulate 
themselves on a seemingly beginning of an 
era of liberty, peace and prosperity tor Ire- 
land. Home rule for Ireland’’ un- 
doubtedly sounds well, but Irishmen 
should ponder before arriving at con- 
clusions and not allow a mere sound to set 
their sympathies above their reason. They 
should remember that although theircoun- 
try may in chains she never surrendered 
her rig to nationhood, and see to 
it that the honeyed words of a Glad- 
stone shall not do what fire and 
the sword, the dungeon and the gibbet in 
centuries failed to accomplish. We must not 
assoon as the first sweet word has been 
spoken drop to our knees in thankfulness and 
kiss the feet of our enemies. 

We deeply regret that some Irishmen 
miming to represent the Irish people have 
cried hallelujah and announced to the world 
that the present home rule measure is a full 
and complete settlement of the claims of 
Ireland. That it is not must de 
apparent to every honest man of 
our race. This measure cannot be accepted 
as a full and complete settlement of the 
claims of our people, and we have 
no hesitation in deciaring that 
instead of a blessing it would prove 
ruinous to our country. The parliament to 
assemble in Dublin, as provided for by this 
measure, would be little better than a mock- 
ery, with nothing about it of the 
dignity of a Legislature. The bill is 
intended to promote peace and order 
in Ireland. and the assemblymen 
in Dublin would play the part of special con- 
stables. They would also be the tax-gather- 
ers, and after England lad got the iion’s 
share of the revenue the jackals, if 
they needed more for their own 
special purposes, might impose special 
taxes, or inother words the people in Ire- 
land would be doubly taxed, the last farthing 
would be drained from them and in a Ittle 
while only British bayonets would save the 
legislators in Dublin from the vengeance of 
an impoverished and degraded country. 

Ireland's trade would still remain under 
the finger of Envland and not one single law 
could the so-called Irish legislators enact 
that would tend to the development of 
her resources or the promotion of her 
manufactures or her commerce. Her har- 
bors would remain unimproved, and dare 
Galway—or Queenstown flourish at the 
expense of Liverpool or Southampton. Even 
in the matter of the house health 
of Ireland, England, not Ireland, would be 
the guardian. The bill is remarkable only 
for its limitations. The Viceroy and his 
puppets of the Privy Council would be 
supreme even in the verlest local matters 
with which the Assembly might interfere. 
That is to say, the English oficial appointed 
by the Crown, in other words, the English 
party in power, would have the Irish 

gislature absolutely in its hands and no 
law could be enacted without its consent. 
And above him still with absolute power 
over Ireland would remain the Imperial 
Parliament and the English Crown 
and’ Privy Council, Coercion acts 
might still be applied to Ireland and be en- 
forced by British 2 and a protest 
from the Legislature Dublin would mean 
its abolition. 

The settlement of the land question, the 
crying question of the dayin Irelrna is prac- 
tically reserved to the British Parllament, 
and even were it otherwise, Irish assembly 
would werless to deal with 
It in a manner that could be satisfactory to 
the people. Mr. Gladstone and myself are 
fitily conscious of the serious omission in re- 
gard to the land question and in 
his speech introducin the measure 
he carefully avoided Tnasion to it. 
what then is to become of the Irish tenantry? 
and who can say that they would benefit by 
the Gladstonian home rule. Financial pro- 

osals of Mr. Gladstone are certainly 

yona the wit of man to understand. 
What he gives with one hand he 
takes with another, and the whole perform- 
ance isa wonderfully clever piece of finan- 
cial juggiing. England alone would be the 
gainer trom these proposals, while they 
would reduce Ireland to pauperism and bank- 
rupfcy. * 

Mr. Gladstone would Pe en = deprive Ire- 
land of representation in the Imperial Parlla - 
ment and he consents to the retention of 
eighty members merely to please some of his 
followers from Scotland and Wales who 
see the possibility of turning Irish 
mentoaccount.

The Cab'e the Wounded Man Sent to 
His Wifs in London—He Thinks 
There Is Little Danger cf the [Injury 
Proving Fatal—Rippey’s Motive for the 
Deed. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 5,—John W. Mackay. 
who was shot yesterday by W. C. Rippey, 
passed a comfortable night, and this 
morning was reported to be doing 
very nicely. Unless some unexpected 
complication arises, Mr. Mackay will be 
allright in a few days. W. C. Rippey, his as- 
sassin, is certain to die. He has not regained 
consciousness since he shot himself. There 
were many callers at the Palace Hotel 
to see Mr. Mackay during the morning, Dut 
oniy his most intimate friends were 
allowed to see him. Mr. Mackay con- 
versed in a very cheerful manner 
and appeared to be in no pain 
whatever. Cablegrams and telegrams con- 
tinue to Come to him from all directions and 
his secretary is kept busy answer- 
ing them. A dispatch from Virginia 
City was received saying that 
the shooting of Mr. Mackay had caused in- 
tense excitement among the Comstock min- 
ers. At a meeting of friends, ° 
miners and superintendents held 
at the International Hotel, the 
following resolution was adopted: Tour 
old friends of the Comsfock, which includes 
a large majority of the population, con grat - 
ulate you on your providential escape from 
the bullet of the assassin and hope for your 
speedy recovery.’’ 


RIPPEY’S MOTIVE. 

Wash., Feb. 25.—The divorced 
wife of Wesley C. Rippey lives in 
Seattle. In an interview to-day she 
said: *‘He was a regular stock crank, He 


could ay no attention to pane ent en 
else, ut was completely wrappe 
up stock speculations. For eight 
yearf he had been fighting the stock 
board of which Mackay was President with 
poor success. It seemed to have embit- 
tered him. He was especially ovitter 
against Mackay because he had spent 
all of his money out of the country. 
Once he said to me impressively: ‘When 
I die I shall either be a millionaire ora 
pauper; if as a pauper somebody will 
get hurt. When I strike 1 will strike 
hard. These people who have been victim- 
ized by the stock board shall be avenged,’ 
In that I see the motive for his actions.’’

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TO ABOLISH THE CRIMINAL OOURT., 


Text ofthe Bill Now Pending in the Mis- 
souri Legislature. 


The bill now before thé State Legislature 
for the abolition of the Criminal Court here 
and for the entire removal likewise of the 
Court of Criminal Correction is calculated to 
make a very clean sweep of it. 

After the ist day of Janaary, 1995, the St. 
Louis Criminal Court and the St. Louls Court 
of Criminal Correction are be abolished 
and the judges, clefks and other officers 
cease to exist officlaily, and at the same time 
all the books, records and cases pending at 
the time are to be transmitted to and become 
a part of the St. Louls Circuit Court. All the 
jurisdiction of these courts from then and 
thereafter to be vested in the Circult Court. 

Afterthe ist of January, 189, the Circuit 


Court shall have the same jurisdiction in 
criminal cases as ig vested in Oircuit 
Courts in other parts of the State, 
and the regulations covering the practice 
and proceedings in criminal cases must be 
made to conform as nearly as possible with 
838388 in other circuit courts in the 
ate, 

The Circuit Court will have the authority to 
enforce all the orders and judgments made 
and entered by the absorbed courts previous 
to their absorption just as if they had ema- 
nated originally from the Circuit Court, and 
the Circuit Court shall, after January, 1895, 
make such further rulings and orders as may 
be necessary to carry the transferred cases to 
completion. 

- There will be two additional judges 
elected, the judge of the Criminal Court to 
serve as one Of these until his commission 
expires, and then his successor is to be 
chosen at the November general elections 
and serve for six years. The other judge is 
to be eleeted at the November elections in 
1894 for a six-year term, his successor to be 
elected in a similar manner. 

ne two new judges are to be paid 
the same amounts and in the 
Same manner as the other circuit judges. 
The judges of the St. Louls Circuit 
Court, sittingin general term, shall imme- 
diately select one or more of tneir number to 
preside during the month of January, and 
ten days before every term of the criminal 
branch of the Circuit Court, shall in the 
same way appoint two judges to preside. It 
shall always be the duty of the judges to 
give criminal cases precedence, and they 
may establish as many divisions for the trial 
of such cases as the necessities may demand. 

ith the transfer of the criminal-courts 
there shall be created the office of Clerk of 
Criminal Causes, to be elected for four years 
by a vote of the people, his salary to be the 
same as that of the present Clerk of the 
Criminal Court. He is empowered to ap- 
point, with the approval of the court, as 
many deputies as may be needed, and fix 
their pay as he may think fit, as long as it 
does not exceed in the aggregute the sum 
before provided in the Criminal Court and 
Court of Criminal Correction for such pur- 
poses. 

The Circuit Attorney of the Eighth Ju- 
dicial District shall conduct the cases in the 
same manner he does now in the Criminal 
Court, and the Assistant Circuit Attorney 
shall discharge his duties in the same man- 
ner he does now. 

The prosecuting attorneys, who now dls- 
charge their duties in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, will act in parallel capacities 
in the new courts. 

The judges of the Circuit Court are em- 
powered to make rules and regulations 
for the government of the courts, and to ef- 
fectively carry the law into active operation.

Hew They Regard the Drain of Gold 
From America. 

PARIS, Feb. 25.—M. A. Raffalovitch, a mem- 
ber of the Monetary Conference, a corre- 
spondent of the institute and one of the most 
competent autherities on economic matters, 
said to-day, speaking of the present exporta- 
tion of gold from America! As far as 
itis possible to judge without being on the 
spot, the drainage of gold at present operat- 
ing to the detriment of the United States ap- 
pears to be due to several causes. First of 
all may be mentioned the deplorable mone- 
tary ‘legislation initiated in July, 
1890, for the purchase of 6,500, 
000 ounces of silver per month, a 
legislation dictated solely by the desire to 
protect mine proprietors and to give satis- 
faction to those who confound abundance of 
money, which is only the sign of wealth, 
with the real wealth it represents. 
This legislation has points 


many . 


Pot resemblance to the issue in several coun-’ 


trieswf increasing quantities of paper money, 
and several cases have already occurred—as 
for instance in Spain—in which the rate of ex- 
change has become depreciated and the 
drainage of gold has been followed. It can 
not be denied that the confidence 
hitherto felt by Europe in the 
American monetary system has rightly or 
wrongly, deen shaken recently, and this 
fact is sufficient to explain the withdrawal of 
capital invested in the United States, and the 
resale of American values by English and 
continental capitalists. The Barry 
crisis nas been the cause of bring- 
ing about restriction of credit, as 
well as the diminution of offers for the 
American market and it has aiso involved 
the remitting of cash in order to settle bal- 
ances of payment, while, at the same time, 
previous creditors have not been renewed. 
The United States are in the posi- 
tion of debtors, owing interest 
for the European capital invested in 
America, and in default of ying such in- 
terest either by the export of goods or by the 
opening of credit, it must be paid in hard 
cash, and International hard cash means 
gold. There has been a good demand for 
— in Europe because Austria- Hungary has 

egun a monetary reform that will end in 
rendering her money standard one of goldand 
up to the present time it is from the United 
States that she has, in large part, drawn the 
gold she needs, either directly or indirectly. 

‘*How long this gold drainage will la- t it is 
impossible for a forelgner to say. As to the 
remedy, there can no other than to 
openly break with the silver purchase bill.’’ 

A 8T-DISPATCH correspondent called 
upon Geheimrath Koch, President of the 
Reichsbank in Berlin. The problem is giving 
considerable trouble in Berlin financial cir- 
cles, and although Herr Koch’s bank is less 


affected than others, as It does not draw gold 


directly from foreign countries, he belle ved 
the anxiety caused dy the ~ ee of 
the Sherman act is the primary 
cause of American bonds bein a 
exported. Hence, to secure gold against 
any possible further currency legislation 
Austria too has made large demands ou the 
supply of gold needed for her new 
coinage. The Reichsbank recently sent

schools and to exclude all sectarian religious 


instructions during school hours and to re- 
- quire that all teachers should be obliged to 
hold regular teachers’ certificates according 
tolaw. Also, to place all these additional 
free sehdéols under the superintenaency and 
inspection of the schoo! officers of the State. 
When these schools are maintained as free 
public schools and comply with the requlre- 
ments of the State it is put just that 
they should reeeive support from the State. 
How to bring these free private schools 
into harmony with the public schools is 
the question now agitated. Many advise sub- 
mitting it to the Legislature. There is no 
want of harmony between the bishops and 
priests and they are working together to 
carry out the ideas of the supreme pontiff as 
enunciated by the apostolic delegate, Mgr.

House, said that Capt. Yore was at times 
rather odd at table and would forget the or- 
Ger and then ask his wife if it had been prop- 
erly filled.

ALLEGED CRUEL TREATMENT. 


Mrs. Edweri P. Haren to Investigate 
Methods at Roosevelt Hospital 


NEW Tonk, Feb. 25.—The widow of Senator 
Edward P. Hagan charges that her husband 
was cruelly treated at Roosevelt Hospital 
when he submitted to the operation which 
resulted in his death. She says 
she is determined ‘that an investigation 


of the bospital methods shall be made, and 
she believes her husband’s friends will ald 
her. 

Ido not question the skiliof the physi- 
clans at Roosevelt,’’ she said yesterday, 
‘*but Ido complain of the neglect of my hus- 
band before and after the operation, the 
wanton manner in which he was left 
to! suffer and the rough usage he 
received from the hospital attendants. When 
my husband reached the hospital he was kept 
waiting in a cold hallway an hour and 
then put to bed in a room where 
‘there was a gas stove. It was so cold 
in that room I had to keep on my sealskin 
coat. Istood in the hallway while the 
operation was performed. When the 
doctors came out they told me the patient 
was doing nicely. I had my misgivings and 
While I waited my husband was rolled out 
on a car and taken to a room 
near by. The two attendants took 
him, one by the feet and the other by the 
head, and almost threw him on the bed 
There they left him alone. My husband was 
conscious and recognized me. His hands 
were blue and cold and he needed a stimu- 
lant. Icalled a nurse and asked where the 
doctors were. She said they would not be 
in till Mr. Hagan had recovered from the 
effects of the ether. All that time he was re- 
covered and in need of stimulants. Dr. Jen- 
nings finally brought some champagne he got 
on Ninth avenue, and I gave my husband 
some brandy I had brought ina flask in case 
of emergency. It was 3:45 p. m. when he 
came from the operating-room, and he died 
about 8:30. ‘The superintendent of the hos- 
pital denied that Mr. Hagan was treated 
roughly or cruelly.

pointed by the governing body. Why not 
schedule such games and charge an amount 
sufficient to admit ot a balance over 
and above expenses in conducting them, 
this amount to be placed inthetreasury of 
the association, which, with the annual 
dues from the associate clubs, would form a 
nucleus for the annual fleld championships 
orfor any other purpose the association 
may see fit to use it. 

The matter of finances is alvays a source 
of worry no less in national governing bodies 
than in individual cjubs, but it would require 
little effort to get any club to assume the re- 
sponsibility of giving championships, pro- 
viding it was subsidized to the extent of 
one-half of the expenses. 

The plan has worked very well In the West- 
ern Association and might be continued to 
advantage under the new regime. 

Now that all local differences have been 
amicably adjusted, it is quite probable that 
all local clubs will be merged into one grand 
organization and in consequence the oppor- 
tunities for competition will be greatly les- 
sened. No club cares to as- 
sume the task and expense of 
giving more than two or perhaps three open 
ineetings during the season. ere these out- 
side games mentioned it would help to fill the 
vacuum and at the same time be an addi- 
tionai incentive for active athl 
themselves through a thorough course 
training, which for one or two meetings they 
would ve loath to do. 

Last year’s field cha! upionships, held at 
Detroit, would have been a discredit toa less 
pretentious organization than the C. A. of 
the A. A. U. Think of such an important 
event being announced only forty-eizht 
hours ahead, and for championship trophies 
such articles as hairbrushes, silk umbrellas,

The American 
featherweight varies from 115 to 122 pounds 
(professional). The Australian lightweight 
limit 1s 140 pounds; the American 
133 pounds. The middleweight limit gen- 
erally recognized is 158 pounds or under, al- 
though an attempt has been made to limit to 
154 pounds, The only weight limit on which 
which there is a general agreement is that 
heavy weight is over 168 pounds. It is grossly 
unfair, nevertheless, to compel a 159- pound 
man to meet a 200 or 210-pounder. The whole 
business is arbitrary and in need of 
revision. Theabsurdity of such a classifica- 
tion is at once. apparent in the fact that it 
puts every boxer from 113 to 133 pounds, in- 
clusive, in the class of lightweights. It is all 
nonsense at best to Apply prize ring classifi- 
cations of weight to glove fighters.

THE WHEEL. 


IMPROVED TOOL * BAGS—SOUTH SIDES’ ANNUAL 
BALL—OYCLING CHAT. 


Probably nothing connected with cycles 
has undergone less improvement than what 
commonly called the tool bag. Scraps and 
buckles are fastened more or less insecurely 
to the back of the bag, and are generally 
either too far apart or too close together to 
suit the eyes on the back of the saddle. Itis 
a fiddling job to get the bag hitched on, and 
a tedious one to get it of. Owing tothe 
posttion ofthe straps and the shallowness 
of the bag, directly it is opened all the con- 
tents are belcbed forth on the ground. 
If the inflator were carried in

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AUSTRALIAN SHEEP. 


Their Introduction Into the Island Con- 
tinent—The Rabbit Pest. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DispaTon. 

SIDNEY, New South Wales, Feb. 4.—Now 
that Australia, New South Wales and New 
Zealand have become such great growers of 
sheep, itis interesting to know from what 
a small beginning that immense industry 


grew. 
It was to the eastern rim of this continent, 
in 1788, that Capt. Phillip of the Royal Navy 
brought his colony pf convicts and with 
hem, among other ve stock, twenty-nine 
sheep. As he had been eight months out of 
England, these were probably like his cattle 
obtained at the Cape of Good Hope, the last 


point at which he stopped, and of the com- 
mon Cape breed. It was intended the colony 
should be self-supporting, and there may 
have been some idea of growing wool for 
clothing, but at the time, and for years af- 
terwards,the struggle for food to support life 
was so great and the climate so mild that 
every energy was bent and official act 
directed to secure an increase in numbers 
for meat supplies. Free settlers were sent 
out from England to grow food for the con- 
victsand were given grants of land, for 
which they were to pay 6d per annum for 
each 30 acres for tenyears, after which they 
obtained freehold title without charge. This 
was at a total cost of 2d, or 4 cents, per acre, 
divided into ten anpual payments. 
In addition, convicts were allotted to them 
as servants, laborers, etc., fourteen being 
the number assigned to army officers. These 
liberal terms induced many officers to engage 
in agricultural or pastoral pursuits, who ul- 
timately resigned and became large land- 
holders and wealthy pastoralists. 

CAPT. MACARTHUR’S VENTURE. 
Among these was Capt. John Macarthur, 
who has been called the originator and au- 
thor of the wool industry of Australia. The 
astonishing results which followed his efforts 
make them of interest to sheepbreeders the 
world over, but they are not given with par- 
ticularity in any published record obtain- 
able. Capt. Macarthur himself furnishes the 
most complete account in a letter written in 
1820 in reply to direct inquiries on the sub- 
ject. He says: 

In 17941 purchased from an officer sixty 
Bengalewesand lambs which had been im- 
ported from Calcutta, and very soon after- 
wards I rocured from the captain of a 
transport from Ireland two Irish ewes anda 
youngram. The Indian sheep produced 
coarse hair and the wool of the Irish sheep 
was Valued at no more than 9d (18 cents) per 
pound. By crossing the two breeds 1 had 
the satisfaction to see lambs of the Indian 
ewes bear a mingled fleece of woo) and hair. 
This circumstance originated the idea of 
producing fine wool in New South Wales. 

In 1796 two sloops of war were sent to the 
Cape of Good Hope, and as their command- 
ers were friends of mine I requested them to 
inquire if there were any wool- bearing sheep 
at the Cape. At the period of thefr arrival 
there was a flock of Merino sheep for sale, 
from which about twenty were purchased. 
These sheep were derived from animals of 
the celebrated Escurial flock presented by the 
King of Spain to the Dutch Government, and 
sent by the latter tothe Dutch colony at the 
Cape. (See House of Commons Papers, 1837, 
p. 334). Of these I was favored with five ewes 
and three rams. * * * Ina year or two 
after I had an opportunity of augmenting 
my flocks by the purchase from Col. Foveaux 
of 1,200 sheep of the common Cape breed. 

Capt. Macarthur’s success attracted a great 
deal of attention in England and he returned 
from there with four 2 bred merino sheep 
trom King George IV. fleck anda grant of 
land of 10,000 acres. 

It was with such hamble beginnings that 
the greatest of sheep industries was started. 
Later on they met with many sec backs. One 
ot the disasters which nearly wrecked the 
whole industry was the introduction of rab- 


bits. 
THE RABBIT PEST. 

The herbivorous kangaroo family, from the 
old man, standing seven feet in beight, 
down to the kangaroo rat, was found in 
all parts of Australia and in such numbers as 
to have. an appreciable effect upon 
the pastures. ut they were timid 
animals, seeking seclusion, and the 
squatter soon cleared them from his station. 
In 1862 a Mr. Austin, living near Geelong, im- 
ported several pairs of the common English 
rabbit to meet the Englishman’s hunting 
propensity, as the kangaroo was fast disap- 
pearing. Mr. Austin was looked upon asa 
public-spirited citizen and benefactor for his 
efforts, and he kindly complied with many 
requests for rabbits to stock other places, 
and they were thus generally distributed. 
The English hare and the European 
fox have been imported for similar 
reasons. These animals found in Australiaa 
congenial home and multiplied beyond all 
English experience, the rabbits becoming in 
twelve years 80 numerous in the western 
district of Victoria as to threaten the 
destruction of the flocks, and’ concerted 
action for their extermination was resolved 
upon by several communities. Large drives 
were organized, by which 5,000 and even 10,000 
of these rodents were killed in a single day. 

But still the rabbits increased, and in 1880 
the Government, in answer to many appeals, 
passed An act to provide for the suppres- 
sion of rabbits,’’ which directed the appoint- 
ment of bailiffs to destroy rabbits on unoc- 
cupied crown lands and authorized the shire 
councils to expend shire funds in the work on 
occupied lands, to burn brush and log fences, 
tear down stone walls, and remove each and 
every object which afforded harbor tothe 
pest. The killing of the native cat (the 
domestic cat run wild), the Iguana, and the 
tiger cat was prohibited, as they were 
believed to be enemies of the rabbits and 
useful in the war which was to be waged for 
their extermination. If a selector or squat- 
ter failed to clear his land of rabbits, the 
shire was to enter upon such land and clear 
it, collecting the cost by distress, and £1,230 
($6,150) was appropriatedto cover the ex- 
pense on crown lands. In 1881 this was in- 
creased to £2,600 ($13,000), and in 1882 to 
£12,000 ($60,000). 

MILLIONS EXPENDED. 

But the rabbits continued to increase. 
Complaint was made that they found a har- 
bor in the unoccupied territory of the north- 
west part of the colony Known as the 
*“*Mallee,’’ and the. Government built a wire 
fence from a point on the Murray River, in a 
southwest direction, toa point on the South 
Australian Une near Serviceton, 197 miles in 
length. This fence was made of woven wire 

1½ inch meshes, 342 feet in width, 

with iron and wooden posts. 
six inches of the wire was buried 
in the ground to prevent the rabbits from 
burrowing under it; toprevent dingoes trom 
jumping overa line of barbed fencing wire 
was strained 6 inches above the netting. This 
was completed in 1888, and protected the oc- 
cupied land from invasions from the north- 
But complaint was Made that rabbits 
esicontinued to come in from over 
the South Australian border, and the Victo- 
rian Government in 190 completed a similar 
fence que south from the point where the 
Victorian line leaves the Murray River, 150 
miles in length, on the boundary. During 
the construction of this it was found neces- 
sary to cart water sixty miles forthe men 
engaged upon it, put the — still contin- 


ued to increase in nu . 
Since 1880 over $20,000,000 has been spent in 
trying to exterminate the rabbit pest. Some- 
thing like 85. 900, 000 moObit skins have been 
shi in about tem years at a value of 
„500. Luckily the convicts did not in- 
crease in the same ratio as the sheep and

Doubts Its Legality. 
A committee composed of George O. Car- 
penter, Jr., Rev. J. C. Learned and F. M.

ness life, is now a resident of Virden, a town 
located eighteen miles northwestof Hills- 
boro, He was until a few months sincea 
resident of Columbia, Mo. Since the death 
of James G. Blaine Judge Boulton has related 
a number of incidents to friends bearing 
upon the early life of the great statesman, 
in which he tells several as yet unpublished 
facts as to how Blaine got his start, and his 
own connection therewith. 

In the fall of 1847 Judge Boulton was a pro- 
fessor in Woodlawn Seminary at Maysville, 
Ky., and recetved a letter from Thornton F. 
Johnson, President ofthe Western Military 
School at Georgetown, Ky., offering hima 
professorship inthe military school, which 
position he was unable to accept. A week or 
two previous to this James G. Blaine, then 17 
years of age and a graduate of Washington 
College, Pennsylvania, appeared in Mays- 
ville and advertisedin a local paper fora 
school to teach the following winter. 
Even at that age de was tall, 

well-built and ot address. 
Judge (then Professor) Boulton saw Blaine’s 
advertisement and sent for him. He ex- 
amined Blaine thoroughly as to his qualifica- 


tions and ideas of teaching, and although in 
no way personally acquainted with him 


otherwise he was 80 ressed with his an- 
swers and actions that he sat down and 
wrote hima strong. letter of recommenda- 
tion addressed to Thornton F. Johnson. Mr. 
Blaine took the letter, went post haste to 


Georgetown, all the time, as he afterwards, 


said, fearing some one would get there ahead 
of him. He presented his letter and on its 
strength was engaged and entered upon his 
duties. 

Prof. Johnson was proprietor of another 
school in Georgetown, a female collegiate 
institute. At the time of Blaine’s arrival 
there Miss Hattie Stanwood was a teacher in 
this latter schooland the friendship which 
terminated in the marriage of Blaine 
and Miss Stanwood began at this 
time, The two schools were 
moved in 1848 from Georgetown, the 
military school to Lower Blue Lick Springs, 
and the female institute to Millersburg. In 
1850 Johnson got into financial troubles anda 
fight with parties from whom he leased 
bulldings. After the melee, which terminated 
in a free fight, staried, Blaine threw off his 
coat and took a hand in tae fight in favor of 
Johnson, and knocked down several of his 
opponents. Johnson was shot and nearly 
mortally wounded. When he fell to the 
ground Blaine caught him Be like achild 
and saved hig life vy carrying him from the 
field ofaction. Blaine remained with the 
school until some months afterwards, when 
Johnson died and both schools were broken 
up. when he and wiss Stanwood went to Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and were married, going later to 
eee Me., where his Wife’s parents re- 
sided, 

Judge Boulton takes great pride in the fact 
that his letter of recommendation secured 
for Mr. Blaine his first occupation of note in 
life; that it led nim tothe acquaintanceship 
of the woman wuo became his wife, whicn 
latter event took him to the town in whicn 
he laid the foundation for his political ca- 
reer. 

When Blaine was the Republican candidate 
for President in 1884 and the campaign of 
smirching the private life of both Cieveiand 
and bimself was at its height, an Eastern 
paper sent a special reporter to Columbia, 
Mo., Where Judge Boulton then lived, to 
glean from him the facts as reported in 
various articles of the day, knowing that he 
was acquainted with the early life of both 
Mr. and Mrs. Blaine. Boulton was an 
ardent Democrat, but his admiration tor 
Blaine would nut admit or his talking upon 
the subject and the reporter went home 
without more definite «knowledge upon the 
question than he possessed when he came? 

Another little incident, with which Judge 
Boulton was in no way connected, but which 
is remembered by many old residents who 
reside afew miles west of this city in Ma- 
coupin County, is that during the winter 
of 1860-61 a brother of James G. 
Blaine taught school at what 18 
known as the Cnapman Point. Scnool-house. 
For some reason, known only to himself and 
never expiained to others, this brother about 
the years mentioned, discarded the name of 
Blaine by dropping the letter B, and was 
thereafter, at his Own request, Known as 
*‘*Laine.’’ He was a good teacher and fine 
lecturer and speaker. His principal subject 
was Temperance; a theme which in those 
days was not worn as threadbare as 
it is to-day. Tnis brother married 
a Macoupin County lady, and af. 
terwards removed to Oregon, where he died 
three years ago. Nathan Chamobderiain, a 
well-Known resident of Macoupin County, 
was in Oregon a short time before Blaine’s 
(or Laine’s) death and remained at his house 
over night. While the general conversation 
between the two men tended toward things 
in the past, under no circumstances would 
Mr. Blaine tell — he changed his name to 
Laine, while a resident of Macoupin County, 
although after his removal to Oregon he 
went back to the use of his proper name and 
was there known as Blaine.

ERALLY EXHISIT DEPRESSION. ; 
The Situation Besrish in Wheat—Too 
Much Corn for the Demand—Dulin:ss 
im Flour aod Hay— More Doing in Local 
Cotton—Tips and Gossip. 


ere is nothing to add to what has been 
wyrtten in this column from time to time, 
tat is from Sunday to Sunday, on the bear · 
ishness of the wheat situation, except that it 
might be stated we are another week nearer 
the new crop, with prices nearly at their 
lowest and nothing but sentiment, fear of 
manipulation and possibilities on the bull 
side. Acrop scare appears from present 
crop prospects this and European coun- 
tries to be the barest of possibilities. Com- 
plaints and outright statements of damage 
to winter wheat are still received, but the 
evidence in favor of average prospects for 
the season of the year outweighs damage re- 
ports, and crop scares depend upon weather 
conditions of the future. One prospect the 
bulls believe they have and they are banking 
upon thatasalastresort. Thisis that Stat- 
isticlan Dodge in his March report on farm- 
er's reserves will place the amount below 
100,000,000 bu. A late statement ofthe Cin- 
einnati Price Current that if Dodge figures 
the amount of wheat held in the country at 
over 85,000,000 bu no further reliange need be 
placed in the Government’s estimates, has 
started bull statisticians to figuring, and, 
is needless to say, they figure the reserves 
as remarkably low. The latest estimate 
from a Chicago newspaper man’s standpoint 
is from 88,000,000, to 92,000,000 bu. At the 
maximum, this means} less than 18 per cent 
ofthecrop. Whenitis consideredthat the 
average for the past ten years was 28.7 per 
cent, that the lowest farmers’ reserves 
were ever placed at was 98,000,000 or 25,6 per 
cent in 1882, this drop to 92,000, - 
000 du or less than 18 per 
cent appears remarkable to say the least. 
Taking last year’s average at 28 per cent, 
which it will be seen, wasless than the ten- 
year average, the reserves on March, 
would be about 145,000,000 bu. Then taking 
Government figures for reserves on March 1, 
1892. and for the crop of 1892, a total ot 687, - 
000,000 bu, and deducting estimated consump- 
tion and seeding of 856,000,000 bu and.aliow- 
ing 191, 000, 00 bu for export from March 1, 
1892, to March 1, 1893, the result would be 
about 140,000,000 bu.

The hay market showed little life the past 
week, and prices on all offerings, excepting 
the extreme top grades, are a shade lower.

Offerings that would grade be- 
low choice were in large supply, and at no 
time wasthere anything except a peddling 
demand tor them, and receivers were force 
to make concessions of 50@75c per ton in 
order to induce buyersto take hoid, even in 
a limited wag. Another feature was the 
near approach tothe end ofthe month. in 
this market it is customary for the local 
dealers to run down their stocks at the close 
of the month and more particularily so when 
the stocks in store to draw from are large, 
and this month has been no exception to the 
rule. At times when the shipping demand 1s 
2000 the holding off of the local dealers does 
not effect the market tosuchan extent as at 
the present time wihen.there 1s little or no 
demand for shipment. Receipts of prairie 
were large and are accountable for the in- 
crease in the agg@redte. For the vers 
best timothy there was an urgent 
and unsupplied demand. and on such hay the 
market showed some improvement. Other 
grades showed no decline, unless it might be 
off-colored, weedy or otherwise undesirable, 
which sold down as low as $6@7 per ton.

In an extensive review ofthe fruit auction 
system which embraces also several letters 
from cities where the auction system is in 
vogue, the Minneapolis Produce 
declares it is a menace to the trade, and that 
it is demoralizing the callingcf the wholesale 
fruit dealers of the country. The Bulletin 
serts that the prices obtained at the auction- 
eer’s block do not equal the figures secured 
by the commission merchants. It is claimed 
that it is a success only where the buyers are 
organized and where mombard of the organ- 
ization do all the buying. When the auction 
is free and open toallitis said the country 
town dealer who finds the fruit cheaper than 
his merchant selis him, comes in and attends 
the sale himself. However, in such cases 
the country merchant must pay cash, while 
his fruit merchant always gave him 
thirty. days. Ihe thirt days’ credit 
is the greatest evil connected with the busi- 
ness, as it furnishes the country town mer- 
chant about all the capital he requires to 
conduct his business. By this unwise course 
a wide and inviting fleld is open to nniless 
would-be merchants and the dealers who 
supply allthe goods they order will sooner 
or later pocket the losses, which result in 
about three cases out of four. The principal 
roreign fruit dealers here extend e usual 
thirty days to mostof their patrons, and the 
business would no doubt prove profitable if 
the losses through the chaanel indicated 
could be stopped or eliminated. However, if 
the auction system should result in destroy- 
ing the credit system, and thas compel the 
little country merchant to start with money 
enough to pay for goods,as he requires them 
if the fruit auction will do this,then it should 
be hailed with delight py all the wholesale 
fruit dealers.

THE PRIME MINISTER BOLDLY DE-. 
NOUNCED BY RUDINL

y an Official Investigation Is Post- 
poned—Determined Effort to Thwart 
the Conspirators—A Scandal That May 
Be as Far-Reaching as the Panama 
Frauds in France—Further Revelations 
Made by the Expert Accountant, N. 
Flory. 

Rome, Feb. 25.—The persistence of Premier 
Giohtti in hushing the bank scandal pro- 
duced a scene of rare confusion in the Italian 
Chamber of Deputies on Thursday. Ex- 
Premier Crispl’s speech in view of the inves- 
tigating of the trade in votes carried on by 
the Cabinet in collusion with the Bank of 
Rome, was followed by an uproar which even 
the French Chamber has not equaled. 
Deputy Colojanni rose as the uproar subsided 
and began a speech by asking, ‘‘Have the 
honorable gentlemen in the ministry no 
shame? He got no further, as a howlihg 
mob of Deputies gathered around him, some 
shouting deflance and others cheering. Some 
demanded apologies; a dozen cried: ‘‘No 
apologiesito thie ves. Three Deputies pushed 
their way forward tothe ministers and de- 
nounced Sig. Grimalai, Ministerof Finance, 
and Premier Giolitti as corruptionists, and 
wreckers of banks of issue. Not until the 
powerful f>rm of ex- Premier Rudin! was seen 
moving forward from the rear of the cham- 
ber could even the semblance of order be re- 
stored. His attack upon Giolitti, not fully 
reported outside of Rome until morning, in 
consequence of censorship, made the Premier 
quail, **The man who wishes to wait three 
months before clearing his honor, Sig. 
Giolitti,’’? he saia, ‘‘will not see the end of 
three months as a Cabinet Minister.’’ 

The avowal of Crispi that Glolitti has 
countenanced the use of bank moneys for 
buying up Deputies ever since 1880 is regarded 
generally as no exaggeration. Giolitti 18 
believed to have notes given in the last gen- 
eral election still outstanding. They were 
accepted by the Bank of Rome to the amount 
of 800,000 lire and the proceedings were spent 
in getting the support of the men who now 
support the Government in fighting off the 
parliamentary investigation which would 
bury both them and the Cabinet under the 


same disgrace. 

Were it not for these Janizaries the present 
Cabinet could not lasta day longer. The 
post ement of action by the Government 
for three months was made for the purpose 

_of giving Giolitti and his colleagues time to 

“Fedeéem their notes, cover their tracks and 
get things generally shipshape, so that then 
a parliamentary committee may do its worst 
without being able to discover who gave and 
who took bribes. As both Cris pi and Rudin! 
are determined to thwart this conspiracy 
against justice, the Italian chamber is likely 
to be the scene of riotous demonstrations 
again the next two weeks. 


The Italian bank scandals beganto crop 
outin January, when the Banca Romana 
failed and Governor, Sig. Tanlongo, and its 
cashier, Sig. Lazzaroni, werearrested. An 
investigation showed that the bank had au- 
thority tO make a note issue of 73,000,000 lire, 
but that its actual issue was 135,000,009 lire. 

The Rome branch of the Bank of Naples 
was found to have a deficiency of 38,000,000 
lire. Its cashier was arrested and its direc- 
tor absconded. Afterward the manager of 
the Bank of Naples, Sig. Cucinello, was ar- 
rested while trying to escape intne disguise 
ot a priest, and was charged with embez- 
gling 2,000,000 lire. 

Presently attacks began to be made in the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies on the Govern- 
ment. Ministers, ex-Ministers, Deputies 
and journalists were accused of receiving 
bribes for giving privileges to - banks. 
Premier Giolitti and ex- Premiers Rudint and 
Crispi were among the statesmen said to be 
implicated. 

Efforts were made to have a parliamentary 
inquiry, but Premier Giolitti defeated them. 
He refused to consent to an inguiry, he said, 
because he did not wish to compromise the 
credit ofthe country, holding that it would 
be nobler to challenge unpopularity than to 
give way to weak sentiment. 

It is beca of this position, which Premier 
Giolitti still tries to maintain, that the oppo- 
sition is attempting to discredit his adminis- 


tion.

SAMUEL BOYD OF PANAMA THINKS THE OLD 
MAN WAS A DUPE. » 


New York, Feb. 25.—There are men in this 
town who do not believe the charges against 
Ferdinand de Lesseps. Among them is Sam- 
uel Boyd, one of the proprietors of the Pan- 
ama Star and Herald. Mr. Boyd has been in 
New York for some timetransacting private 
business. He has been a resident of Pana- 
ma nearly all his life. Said Mr. Boyd 
yesterday: Though nominally the head of 
the company, De Lesseps had little or nothing 
todo with details. They were left to his 
son Charles, the Vice-President of the cor- 
poration. De Lesseps is a very trustful man. 
It is dificult for him to believe that 
a man can be disifonest. I noticed when he 
was in Panama on an inspection tour a short 
time before the work was stopped, that he 
acted like a man who certainly did 
not posses the vigor of youth, 
at any rate. He seemed ready 
to assent toany proposition made by his son. 
It has been known for several years at 
Panama that the canal was costing far more 
than the estimate, and there have been in- 
timations that the contractors were get- 
ting double or treble the amount to 
which they were really entitled. I 
will say, however, that I never 
heard a whisper which implicated the Amer- 
ican Dredging Co. in any of the irregular- 
ities. Had all the contractors performed 
their work as economically and thoroughly 
as this concern, so much scandal would not 
have resulted. There are many of usin 
Panama who to-day believe that De Lesseps 
would have scorned to father any scheme 
for bribery or corruption of any kind.“ 

„Were propositions of any kind made to 
you, as proprietor of the Star and Herald, to 
induce you to boom the canal management?“ 

„„Never. Wenaturally gave a cordial sup- 
port to the project from the outset, for it was 
tothe intere tot the country and us all tp 
have the Atlantic and Pacific connected 
across the Isthmus.

BETRAYED HIS CLIENT. 


The Speaker of ths Tennessee Legis- 
lature Guilty of Serious Off-nse. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 25.—Judge Estes of 
the Circuit Court this morning delivered an 
elaborate opinion inthe disbarment case of 
Attorney Ralph Davis, Speaker of the Ten- 
nessee House of Representatives, on 
charges made by his client, Nathan Simon, 
of misappropriating $1,250 which had been 
‘paid him to settle the Lackman bond in the 


Criminal Court. 

He sutained the charges of mis- 
appropriation and betrayal of the interests 
of his client and ordered that Davis be dis- 
barred from the practice of law and that his 
name be stricken from the rolls of the court. 
Judge Estes was very severe in his condem- 
nation of Davis’ conduct towards his client. 
Counsel forthe defendant took an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, butit is the opinion of 
lawyers thalithe Supreme Court will grant 
Davis no relief. The resultof the case will 
practically dispose of the criminal libel suit 
of Davis against Nathan Simons, 
A. B. Pickett, Manager, and 0. 
K. Underwood, reporter of the 
Evening Scimtar, and also of the suits for dam- 
ages brought by Davis against the Scimitar 
and Ccmmercial for libel. It will also possibly 
cause his removal from the office of Speaker 
of the House of Representatives and his re- 
tirement as representative of Shelby County. 

Nathan Simon was bondsman in the sum of 
$5,000 for Jacob Lachman, charged with 
arson.

Kitty May Sams Acquitted by the 
Cairo Jury. 


She Shot and Killed Capt. Sampson at 
the Farmers’: Hotel. 


AND FIRED TWO BULLETS INTO THE 
BODY OF HIS BRIDE. 


Close of the Trial Which Grew Out of the 
Startling; Tragedy of November Last 
The Plea of the Defense Was Insanity— 
Remarkable Incidents of the Orime- 
May Sams’ Reasons For Committing 
the Deed. 


CAIRO, III., Feb. 25.—It was late last night 
when the Judge delivered his charge to the 
jury in the Kitty May Sams murder case, 
and at midnight the twelve men retired to 
make up the verdict. The court reconvened 
at the usual hour this morning. The court- 
room was filled early in anticipation of what 
was coming. 

Kitty May Sams, the detendant, accom- 
panied by her mother and stepfather, sat in 
her accustomed place, the place occupied by 
her during the trial. Her face worea trou- 
bled, anxious expression, and there was an 
evident effort to restrain her feelings. For

awhile she attempted toreada newspaper 
thatshe had in her hands, but soon threw 
the paper aside and resumed the same star- 
ing expression that characterized her during 
the trial. 

At length the announcement was made that 
the jury had founda verdictand was ready 
to report. This was about 10 o’clock. Judge 
Viekers directed that perfeet silence should 
be maintained and no demonstration made 
when the verdict was annonnced. 

THE VERDICT. 

The twelve men filed in andgjresumed their 
seats, The usual questions were asked and 
answered and then the verdict was an- 
nounced. It was: 

„We, the jury, find the defendant not 
guilty.’’ 

The order from the Judge was remem- 
bered. There were no demonstrations, but it 
was a noticeable fact that the faces of nearly 
allinthe audience were wreathed in smiles 
of satisfaction. Miss Sams yet stands in- 


dicted foran attempt to kill Mrs. Sampson, 
but the case may not be heard of this term of 
court, It may never be tried now. 

The theory of the defense was that the de- 
fendant was insane when the crime was com- 
mitted, and the result shows that the jury 
adhered to this belief. 

Capt. Ransom Sampson was one of the best 
known river men in Cairo. He had lived 
here for many 2 and for some time prior 
to the tragedy bad been employed as pilot of 
the harbor boat Sampson had been unfor- 
tunate in his marital relations, and had ob- 
tained a divorce from his first wife some 
years ago. 

May Sams lived at Jonesboro, III., where 
she was employed as a chambermaid at the 
Farmers’ Hotel. 

Business affairs frequently called Capt. 
Sampson to Jouesboro, and while stopping at 
the Farmers’ Hotel he made the acquaintance 
of Miss Sams. May told her acquaintances 
that they were to be married soon, and that 
she had her wedding clothes made in prepar.

The Attempt to Secede From the Re- 
public of Brazil, 


PEIXOTO WILL SEND AN EFFECTIVE 
FORCE TO PUT DOWN THE REVOLT. 


The Southern State Has Been in a Condat 
tion of Unrest Since the Days of Da 
Fonseca’s Dictatorship—lts Feople 
Want an Alliance With Uruguay—Hia- 
tory of I s Rebellions. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The representatives 
of the Brazilian Republic while not discredit- 
ing the magnitude of the revolt in the South- 
ern Province or State of Rio Grande do Sul, 
do not think the revolutionists will prove 
successful, President Peixoto, they say will 
send a force of sufficient strength to assist 
Gov, Castilhas in putting down the Federal- 
ists. Itis claimed thatthe rebels are poorly 
armed, and, although they have intrepid 
leaders at their head cannot cope with an ef- 
tective force of the general Government, 

BEGINNING OF THE REVOLTS. 

Tocomprehend the situation, politically, 
in Rio Grande do Sul it is necessary to go 
back to the fall of Deodoro da Fonsaca, the 
dictator of Brazil, and the accession of Pres!- 
dent Peixoto to power in the Republic in 1892. 
In the confusion which followed these events 
the State of Rio Grande do Sul, of which 
Porto Alegre is the principal town, was al- 
most in a state of anarchy, and when Dr. 
Barros Cassal, Peixoto’s Governor of the 
State, promulgated a constitution which was 
particularly distasteful to many of the peo- 
ple, Dr. Julio de Castilhos and Gen,’ Tavares 
raised the standard of revolt. 

The revolutionary movement spread rap- 
dly, and the Federals were defeated in many 
desperate fights. From March 29 to the latter 


part of June the struggle proceeded with 
varying result, generaliy in favor of the 
Castiihistas, until on June 28 the Federal 
gunboat Marajo, under command of Capt. 
Candido dos Santos Lara, after consultation 
with Gen. Silva Livares, the Federal com- 
mander, bombarded Porto Alegre and al- 
most destroyed the city. 

The bombardment wos futile, however, for 
the two Castilhista gunboats Enrique Dias 
and Camorin j ined with the land forces in a 
cumbined attack and not only forced the 
Marajo to withdraw, but captured her. 

A number of flerce battles ensued, with the 
general result that the revolutionists prac- 
tically secured control of the State. Both 
sides in the fight were guilty of the most 
savage barbarities. 

The trouble was ultimately settled by a mu- 
tualagreement recognizing the Federal au- 
thority, but making an entire change ia the 
personnel of the State Government. 

The condition of unrest continued to exist, 
however, and after the end of the revolution 
there was a well-definedand strong move- 
ment inaugurated in favor of withdrawing 
Rio Gran le do Sul from the Brazilian confed- 
eration and joining with Uruquay. 

In November last another revolt broke out 
in the State, centeriny in orto Alegre, but 
it was quelled by the State authorities alter a 
few brief engagements with the rebels. 
the settlement of the first revolutionary 
movement Dr. Castilhos became the Gov- 
ir 9 of the State and has since held the po- 
5 0 * 

In the present revolt the conditions are 
somewhat changed. Castilhasis now locked 
up by the General Govarnment at Rio de 
Janerio, which realizes that the evident re 
sults of success on the part of the rebels 
means the secession of Rio Grande do Sul and 
possibly the formation of a new, strong re- 
= composed of Uruguay and the seceded 

tate. 
UNLIKE THE OTHER STATES. 

While Rio Grande do Sul is one of the States 
of the Brazilian Republic, and was the birth 
place of its foremost soldier, Da Fonsaca, its 
people are unlike those of any other part of 
the nation. This is due to the presence there 
of the Spanish element, who have 
left their impress on the whole people. 
In the time of Rosas, the most hated and 
feared dictator thatthe Argentine Kepubiic 
has ever had, hundreds of Spanish families 
fled from the country and sought an asylum 
in Rio Grande do Sal. They founded new 
cities and in various ways left their impress 
upon the country, though by reason of inter- 
marrying the race does not to-day exist in 
its purity except in only an insignificant de- 
gree. Thusit happensthatthe Rio Grande 
do Sul type or Brazilian is an entirely dif- 
ferent one from that in any other of its sis- 
ter provinces. The type in the north is 
more predominantly affected by the Portu- 
guese race. 

Next tothe people who sprang from the 
Spanish exiles, the most prominent element 
of the population are the descendants of 
German immigrants. Many years ago the 
original colony settied at what is now San 
Leopoldo, whichis near Porto Alegre, the 
capital. 

‘hey flourished rapidly and soon — out 
with other portions until to-day thereisa 
large number of towns and cities situated 
almost wholly in the neighborhood of the 
mother colony that were built by the Ger- 
man immigrants and their descendants. 
Each one of those places is a little Germany 
in itself, and though it may happen that not 
a single person in some of them to-day may 
ever have been beyond their confines, yet no 
language but German is spoken. 

Rio Grande do Sul is the only frontier prov- 
ince of the republic that borders on two 
foreign countries, they being Uruguay and 
the Argentine confederation. For that reason 
the central government has always main- 
tained a larger armed force in Rio Grande de 
Sulthaninany other province. That force 
numbers usually about 7,000 men and is 
variously distributed among the frontier 
towns, inland cities and seaports. 

The population of the province is estimated 
at various figures, but it is not believea to be 
more than 700, 000. 

Rio Grande is tolerably well supplied with 
railroad facilities within its own confines. 
The construction of these roads wus com- 
pleted early in the eighties by a French 
company. New lines have been added since 
then. Thesystem to-day runs from Porto 
Alegre to Cacequy, and from Rio Grande to 
the same point, whence it is the intention to 
carry the line to Uruguarana, a * frontier 
town on the Uruguay River. There is another 
line, which runs from the capital into the 
German colonies toward the north, but it is 
ashortone. The Germans use it for getting 
their products to the market.

THE SAN JUAN TRAGEDY. 


Missouri Ex-Confsderates Murdsred in 
Mexico—Ths Deed Rocalled. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Feb. 25.—The recent visit 
to this city of Maj. Trickey and his wife of 
Lincoln, Neb.,and her sister, Mrs. Standish 
of Jefferson City, recalls a tragic incident 
which occurred in Mexico, just after the 
close of the civil war in the United 
States. The two ladies were sisters of Maj.- 
Gen. M. M. Parsons of the Confederate army, 
whose command operated in Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and other portions of the Transmis- 


sissippi Department. Before the war Gen. 
Parsons and Col. A. M, Standish were civil 
engineers in Missouri. 

With the fall of the Confederacy and the 
final surrender in 1865, not knowing what the 
fate of prominent rebels“ would be, and 
hearing that Brazil was greatly in need of 
civil engineers, Gen. Parsons, Col. 
Standish, Col. C. A. Willlams and 
others proceeded to Shreveport, „ and 
then started overland to Mexico, intending to 
take passage to Brazil for the port of lam 
pico or Vera Cruz. Upon reaching Monterey 
they, for the first time, learned of the 
amnesty procla mation issued by Andrew 
Johnson, President of the United States, and 
resolved to return home. 

On the 15th of July they left Monterey for 
Matamoras, on horseback, and on the first 
night out encamped onthe bank of the San 
Juan River. Before reachin 292 dow - 
ever, the horse ridden by Col. O. A. Willams, 
one of the party, became lame, and he tar- 
ried fora while at a roadside store for the 
purpose of procuring another antmal.

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GARIUS AND HIS EPOCH. 


Explorations in Egrpt of X. and Mme. 
Dieu afoy Result in Valuable F nis. 


The maguificent discoveries made by Mar- 
cel Dieulafoy and his wife in the ruins of the 
ancient Susa may well be counted among the 
most important of our era and vie with those 
of Schliemann in ancient Greece. Some of 
these historic marvels which have been col- 
lected for the Museum of the Louvre dy these 
two people by searching overthe ground 
where the most memorable events took place 
excite the wonder of ali visitors; 

Dieulafoy’s recent publication, the 
‘* Acropolis ot Susa, is replete with illustra- 
tions of the ancient Persian monuments, re- 
produced from significant remnants found 
during his explorations of the historic soil. 

The book contains descriptions of the 
chamber where Darius’ throne bad stood, 
and of the sanctuary of the holy fife and 
describes in detailthe military practices of 
those days, the industrial pursuits of the 
people over whom Cyrus and Darius reigned, 
besides showing the correlation which exists 
between the modified religion of Zoroaster 
and its restoration by the 28-year-old king. 


A QUAKER C.-MMUNITY. 


One Has Been Established on the East 
Coast of Africa. 


A community of Quakers has settled at 
Runwa between the Tanganyka and Lake 
Leopold in East Africa. To facilitate the 
erection of their habitations they have 
taught the natives the manufacture of brick, 
Afairexample of the social and political 
conditions of their new home was given the 
brethren at the begining of the winter, when 
troops of natives were sent out by Prince 
Ujango to invade their villages,and carry off 
theircattle.

I 
will not revert to the strictures of medical men upon 
themselves in the practice of medicine, but will say 
that surgery is a blessing, but medicine is a curse te 
society. 

If, therefore, the history of the new modes or in- 
ventions for the treatment of disease hath always 
met with the most stringent opposition from those 
whose interests are at stake, why should I expect 
other and fairer treatment than my predecessors in 
new discoveries? Is it not enough for me to know 
that men and women by the tens of thousands are 
living monuments of my inventions and that I every 
night cansleep the sleep of aman who has lived to 
bless a helpless and diseased people, and when 
called upon to join the eternal band cam reat aasured 
that with my death I leave bebind me a truth that 
can never die?

THE FALL OF ADAM. 


Armand Sylvester’s New Version of the 
Temptation in the Garden. 


In the French Salon of 1891 there was one 
picture, a nude, that fascinated all be- 
holders. The artist’s name has escaped me, 
but it was one not hitherto unknown to fame, 
On the edge of a dreadful abyss stand two 
figures; the foremost, a radiantly beautiful 
woman, is just stepping off the precipice. 
Her face is turned toward hercompanion, a 
man in the prime of life, who is reaching to 
clasp her in his arms. Her face is 
wreathed in smiles, enchanting, en- 
ticing to the last degree, while 
the visage of the manexpresses eagerness, 
excitement, passion, but no horror or fear. 
Beneath their feet, twining around the 
foremost limb of the woman, is a serpent 
whose head hanging over the abyss, is drawn 
back and ready to strike. The picture is 
emblamatic of passion and its dread results. 

I have not seen the painting—only a well- 
executed photograph thereof, and a disser- 
tation thereon from the pen of Armand 
Sylvestre, and it is to this last 
that I wish to call your attention. 

This portayer of human passion, after 
badly sketching the salient points of the pict- 
ure and reciting the biblical story of the Fall 
of Man, says: 

What the Bible failed to tell us was that 
the Sepent followed Man, or rather the 
Woman into terrestrial exile, and that the 
Tempter preferred the company of his first 
victim to all the delights of Paradise. This 
was for the Host of Eden a happy riddance of 
the Serpent, but forthe exile it was but the 
multiplication of misfortunes. I have recon- 
structed in verse the denouement ot the first 
drama of humanity as follows: 

Soon, soon to forget their traces 

On Eden’s biessed strand, 
Stand the feet already wounded 

Ly the thorns of the Outer Land. 
For his sin no vain repentance, 

No replaing for his fall 


For Adam clasps within his arms 
Her who has cost him all. 


Then speaks Jehovah to him:

In reply to the statements made by those | 


who are opposed to the passage of the bill 
now pending inthe Legislature authorizing 
the Municipal Assembly to provide for the 
widows and orphans of firemen killed while 
performing duty, and firemen permanently 
disabled, also in answer to those who”fav- 
ored striking out the pension clause, Chief 
Lindsay has prepared the following state- 
ment: 

The Dill as proposed is not a matter of sen- 
timent in behalf of the ‘‘brave fire laddies,’’ 
but a cold-blooded business proposition. 

As to the merits of the bill, I am free to say 
that a measure of its character is an ahsolute 
and imperative necessity for the successful 
management of an efficient and well regu- 
lated fire department. This factis recog- 
nized in almost every city of importance in 
the United States. They have pension and 
relief funds maintained partly by public 
funds and assessments levied upon the om - 
cers and members of the departments. 

The problem of fire protection in cities is 
one that taxesto the utmost the resources of 
every city to keep its department supplied 
with the necessary apparatus and para- 
phernalia to keep pace with the daily in- 
creasing fire hazard. Special tools, appli- 
ances and apparatus are required, and the 
occupation of a fireman has become a trade 
or profession, and thé department must be 
composed of a trained, skillful and well-dis- 
ciplinea force of experienced, active young 
men. Now, what is the daily routine of a 
fireman's life? He is on duty twenty-four 
hours every day. 

He is not allowed to leave his quarters 
without permission, must obey promptly 
every order given him, and hold himself in 
readiness to respond to any and all alarms 
of fire, night or day, hot or cold, rain or 
shine. Within a very few minutes after 
leaving his bed he may be drenched tothe 
skin with water and chilled to the bone. He 
must grope his way through stifling heat and 
smoke, climb todizzy heights on frail lad- 
ders, under tottering walis, over slippery 
roofs or slippery floors. In fact, his isa rest- 
less, anxious life, full of risk and almost in- 
cessant toil. Nor is there a limit to the 
duration of their task at any fire except that 
of human endurance, and no matter how 
long the watch may have been or arduous 
the task, upon their return to quarters they 
must be prepared to repeat the performance, 
which occurs very often. 

Letany of the doubters of the propriety of 
the pension bill fustead of basing their estl- 
mate of a flreman's life from seeing a group 
of them 2 a round quarters on a balmy 
afternoon, visit the scene of an average fire, 
or witness their return from an eighteen- 
hour siege with the thermom- 
eter ranging about zero and see men 
and apparatus coated with ice, the 
men with blistered and bleeding hands, 
scorched faces, swollen,,bloodshot eyes and 
aching bones. They wilt at least be con- 
vinced that men after twenty years of such 
service would not be considered as active or 
as well preserved as the average mechanic 
or laborer. 

Suppose a man enter the department at 30 
years of age,and after serving twenty years 
should he be fortunate enough to retain good 
bodily health, I assert that he is physically 
unfitted to perform the extraordinary duties 
or endure the hardships required in the ser- 
vice, such as broken rest and exposure to 
heat and cold. 

The life I have described above is the life 
firemen lead, and after they reach the age of 
50 years they are no longer able to climb lad- 
ders or scramble over roofs with the agility 
required, and the physical incapacity ofa 
man who may happen to be at an important 

post may increase the losses enormously. 

Now the question arises what is lo become 
of these men when this stage has been 
reached. They have on account of their long 
service in the department practically un- 
fitted themselves for other vocations. They 
have reached premature old age. Their 
record and conductin the department may 
be of the very best, yet they cannot fill the 
requirements or standthe hardships of the 
service that young men could. In that re- 
spect the departments are hampered. The 
men themselves, as well asthe department 
ofmicials. realize this fact. 

All department officials endeavor to keep 
their départments upto the highest possibie 
standard of efficiency, Dut while tnis is true 
they are loth to turn adrift on the charities of 
the world men who have faithfully fulfilled 
and honestly discharged the duties ofa public 
servant, notwithstanding the fact that some 
**croaker’’ will say he was paid more than 
the average mecnanic. 

As I said before, some provision in the 
nature ofthe proposed bill should be made 
here as is provided in all the leaaing cities of 
the United States. We have not asked nor 
do we expect anything unreasonable. The 
firemen of this State, up to the time of intro- 
duction of this bill have endeavored to do for 
themselves what other citdes have for years 
been doing for their departments. All we 
ask is assistance and we stand ready todo 
as much, if not more, than the city will do. 
The bill provides for assessing the firemen 1 
per cent of their salaries, which will amount 
to $5,000 per annum; we propose to turn over 
a surplus of $76,000 into the fund. The inter- 
est on this, together with thel percent assess. 
ment, fines for violation of ruies, dqnations, 
filling of cisterns and other sources will ag- 
gregate over $10,000 per annum. The bill also 
provides a maximum amount $250,000, after 
which the 1 per centum from city licenses 
shali cease. ‘This amount will be a perma- 
nent fund andthe revenue derived trom it 
together with whatthe firemen pay into it 
will make it self-sustaining. With what we 
have now on hand and can add to it annually 
there is no doubt with good management 
the maximum amount of the fund will be 
reached in six or seven years, when no fur- 
ther assistance from the city will be re- 
quired. We could no doubt maintain the 
fund as it is if we continued to resort to the 

ractice of giving the annual ball by which 
rom $12,000 to $15,000 is realized, but that is 
what we wish to avold and do not wish to 
impose further upon the good nature of our 
generous-hearted people. That method is in 
reality a burden borne by a few for the bene- 
nt of many. It is unbusiness-like and un- 
just. Wherever you find a busy, prosperous, 
progressive city you will also find a good fire 
department, and every city having sucha 
department has also provided a humane way 
for department officials to lay off old men 
and replace them with young.

A Physician’s Comments on the Criticism 
of Professiona: Ethics. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The American medical code of ethics was 
recently reprinted in a morning paper from a 
Cincinnati paper, and from the introductory 
observations made by the reporter who found 
the copy and another notice in the same 
journal, newspaper men evidently have 
thought that all members of the medical 
profession have been guarding against giv- 


ing any publicity to their code. It is only in- | 
tended for the use of doctors, but if it was 

known that the press or the public was 

anxious to view this instrument any doctor 

who happened to haveacopy would have 

furnished it. There are bundles of pamphlets 

containing, among other things, the code of 
ethics, lying around promiscuously in the 

meeting hallofthe St. Louis Medical Society, 

and they are especially plentiful on the table 

at which reporters of the daily papets sit 

during meetings of the society. So it may be 

seen that the enterprisethe Cincinnati party 

supposed he was exhibiting was of a very 

tame character after all. 

As the matter now stands,’’ says the 
local writer, the dignity of the profession 
is in large part only an expression that sig- 
nifies a conspiracy against popular enlighten- 
ment upon subjects of constant and vital mo- 
ment to all classes. If so much has been 
discovered by unearthing a copy of the code 
of ethics, why not push the exploration far- 
therin order that light may thrown on 
these ‘‘subjects’’ that tne doctors keep so 
deeply and profoundly dark? Perhaps this 
mighty fabric of {‘professional dignity’’ 
is maintained only by keeping the key— 
which may be an insignificant little volume, 
locked upin some secret little drawer with 
mysterious springs, in the sanctum sancto- 
rum of one of the high priests of the inner 
circle of the stronghold of the conspirators— 
the American Medical Association. Since 
matters of ‘‘constant and vital moment to 
all classes’’ depend upon this discovery no 
pains should be spared, and the publica 
plause which would attend knocking the 
props from. underand the collapse of this 
towering dignity of doctors should be suffl- 
cient remuneration for any one, who, like 
the writer referred to, has the welfare of 
Wall classes“ at heart. By all means, let 
the meat’’ that these doctors eat be with- 
held from them that they may no longer 
grow so great. 

It may be that the writer refers to the med - 
ical education which doctors have; it would 

of ‘‘constant and vital moment to all 
classes’’ if they knew how to ae them- 
selves. A general diffusion of knowledge of 
this kind would take the wind out of the 
doctors’ sails more completely than any- 
thingelse. It is not improbable that this is 
what our ‘‘writer’’ friend desires, as he con- 
fesses he would Ike to know what doctors 
put in their prescriptions under cover of 
cabalistic signs and an obsolete tongue. He

Duds and shoots put forth by the mord hardy 
trees and plants in response to the one or two 
comparatively mila days which have 80 far 
appeared, and the gardeners are 
already busy with their prepara- 
tions for transplanting out of doors those 
specimens, too delicate to withstand tho 
frost, which have to be cared for in the 
greenhouses during the winter months. 
Even in winter the garden presents a well- 
eared-for appearance, comparatively few 
withered and dead leaves are to be seen. 
Those who have only seen the west wall of 
the garden in the summer time when it is 
covered with a mass of Virginia creeper and 
with the brilliant scarlet blossoms of the 
trumpet vine, would hardly recognize it in 
its present garb, which more resembleg the 
thatched roof of a cottage than 
anything else in the world. Each 
winter the luxuriant fig trees, which cover a

portion of this wall, are laid flat on the 
ground and protected with straw, the whole 
being thatched In much after the style of the 
roof ofa New England cottage. In this man- 
ner it is possible to grow thetree to consid- 
erable perfection considering the unfavora- 
ble climate. 

The magnificent palms, which in summer 
are scattered promiscuously over the gar- 
dens, owe no little of their beautiful appear- 
ance to the care lavished upon them during 
the winter months. Mr. Surney, the head 
gardener, willingly consented to disclose 
the secret of their treatment, which 18 
simply this: The greenhouses in which 
the palms are wintered are kept cool and 
shaded—too cool to allow them to grow. 
Thus growth sets in; they are carried into the 
open air in summer, and the leaves thus 
formed in the dry, open sunshine, are able 
to stand the hottest rays of thoesun without 
turning withered and brown. 

Prof. Trelease and his friendsand assist 
ants have not been idle during the winter 
months and visitors to the gardens will be 
delighted to see many new, rare and inter- 
esting specimens, which are being constart- 
ly added tothe collection. Many recent ad- 
ditions have been made tothe yuccas, agaves 
andcacti. Inthe wild garden the collection 
now reaches a total of about 1,500 her- 
baceous plants and shrubs, a number almost 
equal tothe entire flora, or flowering plants of 
Great Britain. The herbarium has been en 
riched by many specimens collected by 
Messrs. Dewartand Bush in Southeast Mis- 
souri, and now includes nearly every plant to 
be found tn this State. This collection owes 
muchto Mr. Henry Eggert, who for many 
years has been engaged in making a collec- 
tion of all plants found within a radius of 


| fifteen miles from St. Louis. Mr. Eggert will 


be remembered in connection with the col. 
lection of the seeds of American vines, 
which were sent to France at the time the 
French vines were threatened with cxtermin- 
ation by the ravages of the phylloxera. The 
latter were only saved by being grafted 
with tho American species. In addition 
to the above there were added to 
the herbarium laSt year some 3,000 duplicates 
from the conection of the late John Ball ;a set 
of about 1,200 New Zealand plants; valuable 
exsiccatz of the Austrian flora, donated by 
the Austrian Museum, and many smaller 
collections presented by correspondents. 
Altogether there are about 203,000 specimens 
in the herbarium. 

Amost valuable work, and one that 18 
constantly earried on, until it is now 
nearly completed, is the labeling of all spect- 
mens. Nearly every flower and tree in the 
garden now plainly bears its name—popular 
ani scicntiic—together with its habitat,

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VEN TO THE POST-DISPATCH BY A 
_ FRIEND OF THE DRAMATIST. 


Who Has Just Completed an English 
Translation of the Work, Outlines the 
_  Whrilling Story—An Interesting Chat 
About the Great Norwegian Writer. 


It was the good fortune of a coterie of st. 
_ Louis litterateurs, afew evenings ago, to 

enjoy in most attractive form Henrik 
Ibsen’s latest work The Master Bull der,“ 
a privllege that has not yet been vouch- 
safed any of the admirers of the great 
Norwegian writer in this country. The 
book or play, for it is a book written in the 
style ot a drama, Was read by J. W. Arctan- 
der of Minneapolis, to a few friends who had 
assembled at the residence of Charles 
Claflin Allen. The listeners were fortunate 
not only in hearing the remarkable story, 
the translation of which has not yet been 
printed in America, but also in having 
it read to them by Mr. Arctander, who 
‘besides being the translator, is a reader ot 
marked ability. This gentleman is a busy 
lawyer ot Minneapolis, who has been in st. 
Louis for more than a week attending the 
Federal Court of Appeals. He is a Nor- 
Wwegian, a native of Skien, the birth-place of 
Ibsen, and is an enthusiastic admirer of the 
poet and novelist, whose writings have, 
within the past few years, become the rage 
in the Scandinavian countries and a popular 
fad even in our own Boston. Mr. Arctander 
is a graduate of the University of Christiania, 
for which institution Ibsen also prepared

himself, and has known the author from 
early youth. He has just completed a trans- 
lation of ‘*The Master Builder,’’ which was 
published in Christiania only six weeKs ago, 
and the English version of the book is 
now in the hands of the printer, 
Valdemar Kriedt, in Minneapolis. It will be 
out in about four weeks. 

Mr. Allen and Mr. Arctander are old friends, 
and the evening with Ibsen was the result of 
that relationship. Those who heard the 
reading share their praise between the 
author and the reader, and pronounce the 
latter’s rendition of the thrilling story re- 
markable. He acted every character,’’ 
said one of the gentlemen, ‘‘and after he had 
announced the dramatis person@ at the be- 
ginning, it was not necessary forhimto re- 
fer again tothe speakers and actors in the 
drama, except where they were mentioned 
in the context. So perfect was his portrayal 
that we could keep the thread of the narra- 
tive and know whoeach speaker was from 
the characterization.’’ 

THREAD OF THE DRAMA. 

Mr. Arctander was seen at the Southern 
Hotel, where he has been stopping auring 
his stay in this city, by a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter and askedto give the thread of Ib- 
sen’s new drama, the full text of which he 1s 
about to present to the publicin book form. 
This is how he told it: 

**The three acts of the ‘Master Bullder’ 
transpire within twenty-four hours. The 
scene in the two first acts Is laid in the house 
of the Master Builder, Halvard Soness; in 
the last act onthe verandah in front of his 


house. 

„To give an epitome of one of Ibsen’s 
dramas is nextto impossible. You would 
have to transcribe the book, for he does not 
use a superfluous word, and every sentence 
seems to bea necessary link in the chain, 
which against your will lays every nerve in 
your body captive while you read itor see it 
on the stage. Ibsen is the dramatist of 
the catastrophe, and his latest work 
ig no exception to that series of 
social, cosmopolitan, pessimistic, fatalistic 
and horribly truthful pictures he has drawn 
for usat intervals during the last twenty 
years. The main character, Halvord Solness, 
who has sprung froma poor peasant family, 
has by the wid of his indomitable will risen 
from the lowest paths of soclety tlll he at the 
opening of the drama stands at the head of 
his trade as the master bulider of the locality 
which practically monopolizes allthe work 
in hisline. His rise has brotfght. ruin to 
those who were Iris masters and 
‘teachers, notably’ to Knute Brovik, 
anarchitect, who has been reduced tothe 
position of an assistant in Solness’ office, 
where also the son of the architect, a tal. 
ented young fellow, Ragnar Brovik,has found 
employment as a draugiitsman. 

*¢Solness, in his battle with life, has ruth- 
lessly crushed all who stood in his path and 
his forte seems to be to make all who come in 
his way serve him, make them useful to his 

urpose, and atthe same time subdue their 
puddin ambitions and sow in their souls the 
seed of diffidence and distrust in their own 
ability, so they dare not set up in opposition 
to him, the great master builder.

AN INTERESTING CHAT ABOUT IBSEN. 

Mr. Arctander talked very interestingly of 
Ibsen, whom he described as having in a 
marked degree the eccentricity of genius. 
en Christiana,’’ he said, there is what is 
called a student manufactory, or what in 
America would be called a preparatory 
school, where students are graduated in two 
vears. They canthen enter the university. 
Ibsen attended this manufactory and sat on 
the same benches with Bjornsen and Olaf 
Vinje, who,like himself,afterwards achieved 
fame in the literary world. Though gradu- 
ated, none of this noted trio pursued their 
studies inthe university. Ibsen started life 
with an ambition to become a painter, but 
he did little at that, and was discouraged in 
his aspirations by friends, who induced him 
to take a position in a pharmacy. It was a 
very humble position, being nothing more 
nor less than a bottle-washer. It was while 
he was engaged in this ** intel- 
lectual employment that e made 
his. first attempt at writing a 
drama. He called the production ‘Cattaline,’ 
but it met with no popular favor, and a 
greater portion was soid to a grocer for 
wrapping paper. Ibsen was so disgusted 
with the lack of appreciation of his work 
that his whole nature is believed to have 
been imbittered by it. At all events since 
then he has seemed tosee nothing good in 
ayything, and his writings are full of flings 
and jibes at society, individuals and institu- 
tions. After the ‘Cattaline’ affair in high 
dudgeon he left his native country and went 
to Rome and then to Germany, and it was 
not until within the last five years that he 
returned to Norway at all. Then he paid a 
short visitto Christiania, whence he went 
to Munich. He remained, there until 1892, 
when he went back to the Norwegian capital. 
His first notoriety was from two historical 
dramas, ‘The Vikings from Helgeland,’ 
and ‘Duke Skule,’ which were 
brought out until he had 
Norway. After a year or two 
Norwegian Congress voted him an annuity 
of $400 a year, equalfin those days in norway 
to about $2,000. After that he sent home every 
year new works, the greatest of which was 
the ‘Emperor and Galliban,’ treating of the 
lite of tbe Roman Emperor Julian, the 
Apostate. All of his historical dramas have 
been in blank verse and also his two greatest 
purely .poetical works, ‘Brand’ and ‘Per 
Gynt.’ About twenty years ago Ibsen com- 
menced on a series of social dramas, of 
which ‘The Master Builder’ is the latest. Hs 
first social drama swas played in the Royal 
Theater at Christiania in 1868, 

Mr. Arctander had caught up to the time 
when he became one of Ibsen’s critics,and he 
dropped into the reminiscent style. I re- 
member that very well, he said. I Was a 
student then, having just graduated, and 
was President of the JacobDin Society. Ib- 
“sen’s drama contained some bitter allusions 
to John Suerdrap, leader of the opposition 
inthe Norwegian Congress, who died last 
yeara premier in Norway and to Bjornson, 
who was a prominent {peral leader. The 
students determined to hiss the play off the 
stage. About a hundred of us went to the 
theater and I was the leader, We scattered 
ourselves about the auditorium and biew 
shrill blasts on our whistles and horns when 
the play didn’t suit us. The police inter- 
fered and the affair ended in a general fight. 
That pley was not produced again until two 
years afterward, when it was presented be- 
fore the King at his reqyest. It rested again 
for ten years, when the feeling it had occa- 
sioned had subsided, and then became pop- 
ular. It was called the *Union of Youth.’ 

A few years later Ibsen wrote the Pillars 
of Society,’ which was as Obnoxious to the 
Conser\ ative party as the other nad been to 
the Liberals, and since he has followed with 
a drama every one or two years.

A CHILD PIANIST. 


Poland Has Produced a Musical Prodigy 
Who Composes at 8 Years. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

The latest musical prodigy, and by all who 
have heard him pronounced up to date the 
greatest musical wonder that has ever been 
known, Raoul Koczalski’s tour through the 
principal cities of Europe has been one long 
ovation from start to finish. 

He is the son of music-loving parents, and 
was born on Jan. 8, 1885, at Warsaw, in 
Poland. -When not yet 8 years old he gave 
ample proof of his pianistic precocity. It was 
his mother who taught him frst, and from 
her hands he passed into those of L. Marek of 
Lemberg, one of Liszt’s most promirent 
pupils. A mere child, his breast is adorned 
with as many decorations as that of a 
veteran, among them being a magnificent 
star given him by the Shah of Persia. 
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The boy’s technique is marvelous, and 
while his fingers can hardly span an octave, 
he plays the most complicated compositions 
with an ease and grace which put to shame 
many rivals who, in pointof years, could 
easily be his fathers. His performance is 
free from the taint of mechanical drill. and 
more like an inspiration of his own, with his 
fingers guided by a supernatural power. He 
is not a plano gymnast, but a soulful, power - 
ful player, who interprets such masters as 
Bach. Mendelssohn, Chopin and Liszt with 
wonderful individuality. Even as a composer 
this wonderful child has achieved renown, 
although his works display an imitative lean- 
ing toward great prototypes, particularly his 
countryman, Chopin. Ik in time this phase 
of his magnificent musical talent develops to 
its full scope, we will hai) in hima second 
Mozart. Witbal the little prodigy is a fresh 
and artless child. Endowed with fine 
physique and a vivacious temperament, he 
seems to be gifted with all the qualities that 
will help him to endure the hardships of the 
extensive tours which his ma agers have 
planned for him. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE AT VASSAR. 


ItIs Adapted to the Special Needs of Each 
Student.

VASSAR, POUGHKEEPSIE, N. I., Feb. 
One of the most interesting buildings on the 
college grounds isthe Alumnae Gymnasium. 

Each student upon entering college is ex- 
amined by the resident physicians. Her heart 
and lungs are tested, and information 
solicited concerning her habits and general 
health. She is also examined by the gym- 
nasium director. 

The gymnasium work usually begins about 
Thanksgiving time and lasts until the ground 
is settled and the walking good in the soring. 
Three hours a week is prescribed for each 
student, but during the skating season one 
hour of gymnasium work may be taken on 
the ice. 

The usual uniform of divided skirts is 
worn, butina variety of colors. When the 
exercise hour is over the students scatter 
to the dressing-rooms and needle baths, 
The sound of running water starts up from 
allsides. Chatteron lessons and interests 
of the day flies back and forth over the par- 
titions, with now and then a shower of 
water, as some neighbor turns it on too 
high. In anincredibly short space of time 
dressing is done and the girls have hurried 
of to the other buildings and the 
— class. A few perhaps remain for a 
swim, 

An artesian well 150 feet deep supplies the 
water, which is pumped inata temperature 
of from 70 to 80 deg. 

Overthe dressing-rooms is a large hall, 
100x47, used for a winter tennis court and for 
the entertainments of Philalethean suciety. 

Each student is tested at the close of the 

ear’s work and the results recorded. From 
ast year’s records the average daily attend- 
ance was 118, the average strength on entry 
159, at the close 212, making an average 
gain of 53. The greatest gain was 211. The 
greatest lung capacity recorded was 220. At 
the beginning of this year’s work each stu- 
dent was provided with a record of her phys- 
ical measurements thus far taken under the 
present director. From this she sees her 
weakest point and makes it her alm to de- 
velop in that particular. As illustration,the 
card of a sophomore, who gained in all 135, 
is here copied.

WILLARD AT THB OLYMPIC. 

On Monday night E. S. Willard will appear 
at the Olympic. On Monday and Tuesday 
nights he will be seen In a serious role, that 
of Cyrus Blenkarn in ‘‘The Middleman.’’ 


The story of the play is that of a poor potter, 
whose daughter has been betrayed by the 
son of his employer, a man who has been 
made rich through an invention of Blen- 
karn’s. Blenkarn determines to pull him 
down and to do that he experiments earn- 
estly to find the lost secret of making a cer- 
tain kind of very finechina. The great scene 
of,the play is where Cyrus Blenkarn is watch- 
ing the final process and the secret is discov- 
ered. On Wednesday, matinee and night, he 
will be seen in Henry Arthur Jones’ psycho- 
logical play Judah.“ Mr. Williard plays 
the part of a Welch minister, whose life has 
been one of unworlainess and purity, both in 
thought and word. 10 his town comes 
Vashti Dethic, a faith-healing girl, and her 
father—a humbug, who has compelled the 
rl to become one too.

Willard plays the part of acrusty, but good 
natured physician, who is instrumental in 
unraveling a plot of poisoning. The strange 
thing about this piay is its remarkable re- 
semblance to the famous Maybrick case. On 
Friday and Saturday nights, with a matinee 
on Saturday, Mr. Willard will be seen in his 
latest and greatest success, The Professor’s 
Love Story, a comedy by J. M. Barrie, the 
noted Scotch author, whose books, The 
Little Minister,’’ etc., are read with so much 
interest.

The amendment 
proposed by the Anti-Gerry Society makes 
unmistakably plain, by aaded sentences, the 
right ofthe Mayor of New York to license 
children to appear in theatrical perform- 
ances, This right, although held to be plain 
inthe original bill, has been persistently 
contested by Gerry. .

Successful in Paris.

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ELECTRICAL NOVELTIES, 


QUAINT USES TO WHICH THE GIANT FORCE IS 
APPLIED. 


£lectricians in England have lately made 
some very interesting experiments looking 
to the reproduction of portraits or forms of 
any sort, in exact resemblance, on the 
clouds. They not only did this with luminous 
distinctness on the clouds, but after a series 
of experiments they succeeded in forming 


artificial clouds as a background for their 
figures. 

In England the nickel-in-the-slot principle 
is to be applied to the production of elec- 
tricalenergy. But, instead of feeding the 
slot with money, the public will receive 
money. Tothe person who turns the crank 
100 times the machine will ‘‘cough up’’ 2 
cents. Thecrank is connected with a dy- 
namo, andturning the crank manufactures 
electrical energy, which is to be stored 
~ and eventually retailed to users 
of electricity for purposes of illumination 
and power. The scheme would appear to 
work well, especially in large towns where 
there are multitudes of unemployed, but its 
popularity would depend on the time and 
degree of force it would take to do the hun- 
dredturns. It is presumed, however, that 
fair wages could be made at the rate fixed. 
Electric hand-lamps are now in the mar- 
ket. They give a good light for a period of 
four hours with one charge and are so light 
and compact as to go comfortably into the 
coat pocket. The light can be turned on in a 
moment. A small storage battery is used, 
tue active material of which is lithanade. 
These hand-lam ps are used by travelers for 
reading in railway cars and for many other 
purposes where a portable light is necessary. 

Silk hats are now renovated by electricity. 
Attached to the machine they are made to 
rotate some 1,800 times a minute. The 
operator, simply by applying brushes of 
varying degrees of stiffness, has in a ver 
few minutes the surface far smoother an 
more lustrous than any amount of ironing 
could effect. 

An English ideais to use electricity as a 
boot warmer. The Britons have found 
candle lamp in the boots, while dressing, isa 
luxury. Boots, being tolerably adiather- 
manous, the temperature soon rises, and on 
the right side of the soles. It takes only 
about five minutes to get the boots comfort- 
ably warm. But on this side the water 
electric foot- warmers have been known for 
several age he 

Electric train lighting apparatus is em- 
ployed on some of the railroads in France. 
The storage system is used, esch car carry- 
ingitsown independent battery of sixteen 
cells. Six, eight and ten-candle power 
lamps are used, according to the class of the 
compartment. The batteries will furnish 
light for thirty-five hours, 

As an enhancement to beauty electricity 
removes the bair of the bearded woman, and 
inits most romantic role it manufactures 
those most desired ornaments of the female 
face—dimples. 

A foreign chemical journal describes exper- 
iments in the testing or analysis of milk by 
electrical currents, based upon the change of 
resistance of liquids by the addition of oil or 
grease. 

Perhaps the most novel use to which elec- 
tricity was ever applied was that of throw- 
ing light on horse racing which was done 
— J last summer in St. Louls, in 
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provement, and electrical men will endeavor’ 
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an industry or an art that is not either 
greatly dependent or largely influenced. by 
the varied services of this mysterious agent. 
But the extent to whith electricity 
has been applied to every day uses 
is known to but comparatively few. Popu- 
lar intelligence on the. subject is confined to 
the telegraph, the telephone, elec- 
tric lighting, electric driving of 
street cars and some few  jingling 
inventions about the house. Indeed the 
electric door-bell was about the first ap- 
plication of electricity to domestic uses. This 


enry 
took place early in the century. The electric 
commupicator soon followed and for very 
many years these were the only practical 
conveniences resulting from electricity. 

The discoveries of the telephone, the elec- 
tric light and the electric transmission of 
power gave electrical invention a wonderful 
impetus, and the ultimate consequence of 
this impetus no one can pretend to estimate. 
It is hard to find many forms of human 
service to which electricity is not adapted. 
No person of progressive ideas thinks of 
building, whether for a home or for business, 
without the all- necessary electrical equip- 
ment that goes to make life easy and to 
lengthen it. 

DEVICES AGAINST BURGLARS. 
A good example of the application of elec- 
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Quite Similar in operation is a safe pro-

tector, When the safe door is forced open, 
the circuit closes and the bell rings. 

Another burglar alarm is the electric floor 
matting. A burglar may evade the window 
and door springs by cutting out a pane of 
glass, and getting into the house that way, 
but he can not evade the floor matting which 
is concealed beneath the carpet. By a simple 
device his stepping on it completes the cir- 
cuit and the gong or bell sounds the racket. 

ELECTRICALLY REGULATED TEMPERATURE. 

Electricity is now employed to regulate, 
automatically, the temperature of dwellings, 
etc. This is effected by placing in each room 
an automatic thermometer which makes a 
contact as soon as the temperature reaches 
the desired point, and this contact electro- 
magnetically outs off. the supply of 
heat from the room. The subsequent 
cooling of the room below the lim- 
iting temperature causes the thermom- 
eter to break the circuit and readmit the 
heat; and thus a practically equable temper- 
ature is obtained. 

Such a thermometer is called a thermostat, 
and it can in summer, in the same way by an 
additional contact, control the supply of 
fresh air, or ice-cooled air, if such is pro- 
vided, so as to maintain a pleasant tempera- 
ture indoors. The same apparatus may also 
control the ventilation. Such a system can 
be made to maintain a temperature of 70 
deg. in winter and 75 deg. in summer. 

The fire alarm systems depend on a similar 
thermostat, set for higher temperatures— 
usually from 120 deg. to 160 deg. The contact 
rings a fire alarm dell and indicates the 
room where there is danger. 

In some concerns fire is not the only rebel- 
lious element over which close watch has to 
be maintained; water-overfiow from tanks

THE MIMIC WORLD.

Wonderful Effec's Froduced on the Stage 
by Electric Aid.

Stage mechanism, that has made such 
rapid strides oflate years, has not been 
slow in securing the assistance 
of 80 resourceful hand- 
maiden as the electric current. 
It can be safely asserted thatin the advanc- 
ing realism ofthe proscenium electricity is 
destined to play the most important part. 
The ancient and clumsy devices of flash 
boxes and calcium, which, to dothem jus- 
tice, have done yeoman service in the past, 
are now giving way to cleaner, safer and 
more striking methods of producing effects 
by electrical means. The difference prom- 
ises to be as marked as that which exists be- 
tween the modern theater illuminated by a 
flood of electric light that is at the absolute 
command of the man at the switch-board 
and the theater of recent memory 
where the gas man fulfilled the duties 
now usurped by the stage electrician. 
A foretaste of the age of electric stage real- 
ism that is not far off is furnished by two 
striking novelties that are just now agitat- 
ing the electric as well as the theatrical 
world. At a well-known London theatera 
recent production is embellished by a mar- 
velous bit ofstage realism that is said to be 
the nearest approach to nature yet attained. 
The scene depicted is out of doors; a dainty 
bit of fresh green country walled in on one 
side by hills is bathed in the glory of a de- 
partingsun. As the day god sinks slowly 
behind the hills the glory of his setting 
dies and the cold light of twilight 
rests upon the hills. Then darkness creeps 
on, perceptibly, however, on this occasion, 
and suddenly the dazzling light of tiny stars 
shines out from the canvass firmament, not 
scattered indiscriminately but grouped in 
constellations, among them the seven bright 
stars of the dig dipper, with the pointers 
turned unerringly towards the heavenly pole. 

While the deft hand and sharp eye of the 
stage electrician is producing this wonderful 
bit of mechanism the action of the play goes 
on. Difficult as the thing may seem 
to the spectator it is a simple matter 
of the manipulation of different colored 
border lights and an arrangement of pin- 
lamps to bring out the stars. 

Another electrical stage feature is an in- 
vention to interest the blase patrons of the 
ballet. It is called the ‘‘will-o-the-wisp’’ 
dance, The maiden with the abbreviated 
tulle skirts who is to do the teapsichorean 
gyration is fitted with several sets of tiny 
electric lamps. Around the ankles, on the 
garter straps, the forearm and the shoulders 
and the border of her skirt are fitted clusters 
of minute incandescent. globes, 
while her . % me . 
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The beauty of the performance lies in the 
fact that the sparkling is intense, that as the 
eyes followthe movements of the danseuse 
on the darkened stage they are greeted with 
occasional flashes, now from an ankle, now 
from a swaying shoulder and again from 
behind of billowy depths of flying tulle. The 
effect is bewildering, but beautiful. But the 
question remains, how is it done? So far, the 
astute stage manager, who conceived the 
novelty, has been fortunate enough 
in keeping his device a sec ret. 
The essential fact is a completed 
current. That means there are metallic 
plates on the stage as well as on the dancer’s 
feet, but where is the other end of the circuit? 
Some say that the current is communicated 
to the dancer by means of a thin wire, fed by 
a storage battery either underneath the 
stage or placed in the wings. Another ex- 
planation is that the dancer has a small bat. 
tery stored somewhere about her person. In 
either case the current would be completed 
every time the dancer touched the metal 
plates, Dut how the intermittent ef- 
fects are produced is a matter 
for which there is as yet no accounting. The 
dance will be produced in this country at 
Koster and Bials during the coming month, 
It will find its way ott West auic<ly, then 
people can see it and judge for themselves, 

A somewhat similar effect was produced in 
this city during a recent production of 
Faust.“ In the duel between Mephis- 
topheles and Valentine the infernal one 
shows himself the King of light as well as 
darkness, for he draws fire from everything 
he touches with his sword. When these 
weapons meet during the conflict fire 
flashes at every contact and sparks fly 
whenever the devil’s weapon touches his 
oppunent’s breast. The effect is produced 
by currents suppliéd the actors from a stor- 
age battery in the wings. During the duel 
the men stand on metallic plates. Their 
heels are metal and the wire from the wings 
runs along their bodies and down their arms 
to a brass plate held in the palm of the hand 
which clasps the swords. 

A good way to get an idea of the important 
part electricity now plays in stage produc- 
tions is to get behind the scenes and stand by 
the electrician. as he presides over the 
switch board in the right hand corner of the 
proscenium. Along side of him stands the 
stage manager and from the time the curtain 
rings up until it goes down he keeps the elec- 
trician’s hands busy following bis directions 
for the adjustment of the flood of light. The 
stock electric apparatus of 4 first-class 
theater is not so com as it is complete.

ELECTRICITY AS A CLOCK REGULATOR. 

There are several kinds of ‘‘clock sys- 
tems in wide use. In one system one clock 
drives all the others electro-magnetically ; in 
another each clock is a free and independent 
timekeeper, but its rate is under electrical 
control from the standard, which is some- 
times continuously exerted on the pendulum, 
put more frequently the control is effected at 
stated intervals. 

Another convenience is an arrangement 
for electrically winding up the clocks at 
regular intervals. : 

The electric time detector is now in uni- 
versal use. It serves to register the time at 
which visits are made to any particular 
part of the bullding by watchmen. It is, in 
fact, a relentless check upon the careless- 
ness of the custodian. 

ELECTRICITY LIGHTS GAS. 
introduction of the incandescent 
lamp into the household is too recent 
and too common to be dis- 
cussed here. But in many cases where ele c- 
tricity is not itself the illuminant, the elec- 
tric spark is often adopted for the purpose of 
lighting the gas. In theaters, for example, a 
frictional electric machine is employed 
which, when rotated by hand, is connected 
in succession to the various wires leading to 
different jets, or clusters and the sparks, 
passing between two metalic points,set close 
to the burner, ignite the gas. Similar ar- 
rangements on a smaller scale 
are in household use. The pull 
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on a pendant chain or the pres- 
sure ona button, allows the current to pass 
froma battery through a small induction 
coll, the spark of which flashes at the burner. 

But one of the most ingenious things ever 
devised is a hand gas-igniter, which, without 
any battery, produces a spark between two 
points in its tip on the simple pressure ofa 
button on its side. Its operation depends on 
the rotation of an internal cylinder which 
causes the initial charge to be augmented at 
a rapid and increasing rate until the 
tension is sufficient to create a 
spark between the opposed points. This 
little instrument is, in fact, an electrical 
rotating influence machine, acting on sim 
lar principles to some of the most powerful 
generators of high-tension electricity, and it 
is difficult to realize that this simple and safe 
apparatus can produce sufficient electricity 
to light the gas when the electrical pressure 
between the points at the moment ofemitting 
a spark must be many times greater than 
that exerted upon an incandescent lamp. 

ELECTRICITY WAITS ON THE TABLE. 

The electric motor is scarcely second to the 
electric light as a household convenience. It 
has been applied to sewing machines, to car- 
pet sweepers, to lawn mowers, to shoe 
polishers, and there is no household opera- 
tion capable of being mechanically per- 
formed, of which, through the motor, elec- 
tricity cannot become the drudge and 
willing slave. It has even been applied to 
serving at table. A minature railroad track 
runs around the table within easy reach 
of each guest, and thence by ornamental 
trestle work to the wali, disappearing 
througha shutter. The dishes, as electri- 
cally signaled for by the hostes, are laid on 
little trucks fitted on tiny motors, and start 
out on their journey from the pantry to the 
dining tadle. They stop automatically before 
each guest, who, after helping himselt, 
presses a button at its right and so gives tue 
car an impetus and the right of way to his 
next neighbor. The journey having been 
performed, the cars return silently to their 
point of departure. 

The motor can be made to rock the baby’s 
cradle. It supplies church and parlor organs 
with alr, and has been applied to automatic 
pianos. Itisanapproved source of power 
for printing offices and factories where lignt 
machinery is run. In this connection the 
electric fan needs only to be mentioned. 

THE PROBLEM OF ELECTRIC HEATING. 

Heating by electricity wou!d seem to be the 
ideal method, and yet electricians agree that 
electric heating is a thing of the somewhat 
distant tuture. The question is one 
purely of comparative cost. From 
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calculations made of the amount of heat 
given out by acoal heater, it appears that 
the former is seven times the latter,—that is, 
it takes seven times as much coal to produce 
the same amount electrically as by means of 
the ordinary coal heater. But allowing for 
the difference in price between hard coal in 
the stove and soft coalat the electrical sta- 
tion, the costis reduced to about two and 
one-third times the price of stove or furnace 
heating. is disparity is further 
reduce by he great waste in 
stove heating and the greater economy 
that can be practiced in electrical heating. 
At the price charged by electric lighting com- 
panies, on a basis of $70 per horse- power per 
22 or 1442 cents per horse - power per hour, 
t has been figured that it would cost about 
114 times as much to heat by electricity as by 
coal at $6.50 per ton. At 2.85 cents per meter 
horse-power per hour, or about $24.96 
horse-power per year, the rate would 
about the same as coal at $8

MECHANICAL ARTS. 


USES TO WHICH THE NEW FORCE 18 PUT In 
MILLS AND FACTORIES. 


Welding by electricity is an art but two or 
three years old, but it has produced the most 
satisfactory results. The principle involved 
in this process is that of causing currents of 
electricity to pass through the abutting ends 
of the pleces of metal which are to be 
welded, which also becomes the point of 
greatest resistance, while at the same time

mechanical pressure is applied to force 
the parts together. As the cur- 
rent heats the metal at the junc- 
tion to the welding temperature, the 
pressure follows up the softening surface 
untila complete union or weld is effected, 
and as the heat is first developed in the in- 
terior of the parts to be welded the 
interior of the jointisas efficiently united as 
the visible exterior. It is possible not only 
to weld iron and steel, but also metals that 
heretofore have resisted attempts at weld- 
ing and have had to be brazed or soldered. 
The machinery which is used for producing 
currents for welding is also used with sult- 
able electric devices for soldering, brazing, 
shaping, forging, riveting and bending of 
metals. Solid tron or steel bars three inches 
thick are welded perfectly in from 100 to 120 
seconds. 
ELECTRIC FORGING. 

Round shapes have puzzied metal workers 
inallages. The usual method has been to 
forge an approximate shape and then turn it 
down to accurate size ona lathe. For nearly 
a century the attempt to make round forging 
by rolling process has been going on, but 
with indifferent success. But lately elec- 
tricity has been employed upon this class of 
work, and with wonderful success, A 
hot steel bar, heated by 
tricity, is inserted between 
volving dies, and for every revolution 
of the latter, a ball is forged, or a conical 
shot, or a chair screw, ora bolt with thread 
and head complete, or a boiler rivet, or a 
spindle or taper pin. Steel th'ngs of all 
sizes and shapes heretofore invariably made 
on the turning rathe may now produced 
by the electrical rolling process at a saving 
of over 99 per cent over the required machine 
ja bor, and itis claimed that these machines 
stand alone in the matter of producing 
rolled forgings of irregular shape without 
leaving them hollow or piped; on the con- 
trary they are solid. 

It is within the range of these machines to 
roll successfully steel of the highest grade— 
crucible steel—down tothe open-hearth and 
Bessemer, as well as copper and brass. 

BLEACHING AND TANNING. 

Electricity is now employed in bleaching 

vegetable fibers. The principal bleaching 
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agents heretofore employed are the chlorides 
of lime or of sodium, which are formed by 
the action of free chlorine on lime or sodium. 
The new process employs an aqueous solu- 
tion of chloride of magnesium, and when 
this is decomposed by the electric current, 
there results at the positive pole a compound 
capable of energetic bleaching action, which 
whitens the most delicate fibers without 
otherwise affecting them. The bleaching is 
effected very rapidiy and very completely, 
and the economy which results from this 

rocess of whitening is reckoned at from 40 
— 70 per cent—- dependent upon the location 
of the plant and the cost of motive power, 

Electricity isalso used in tanning with an 
immense saving of time and expense, 

ENGRAVING BY ELECTRICITY. 

Engraving on glass may now be done by 
electricity. The tool consists of a brass tube 
tightly packed with shredded asbestos, 
through which pass two conductors which 
terminate in two binding posts. Projecting 
from the tube is a pointed piece of slate, 
against which rests a plece of platinum wire 
whose ends are fastened to the binding 
posts. A current is zent through 
the platinum which is heated 
to white incandescenes. The pointed 
slate pencilis to support the wire and pre- 
vent its beinginjured by undue ressure.

Through the efforts of the Woman’s Hu- 
mane Society of Missouri the new law for the 

rotection Of children was enacted and is as 

ollows: any father, mother or guardian 
who shall fail to properly care for, ho shall 
abandon or ill treat, who is incompetent or 
unfit to care for, or who neglects or unnec- 
essarily injures or abuses a child in his care, 
may be deprived of the child by the society, 
acting under orders of the Probate Court.“ 
The law is severely condemned by able jurists 
as an unreasonable and tyrannical intrusion 
intothe home, but the society secured its 
passage through the Legislature.

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THE CARE OF SHOES. 


Howto Keep Them Soft and Oomfort- 
able in Winter Weather. 


How dificult itisin winter to keep one’s 
feet even presentable in appearance! Sside- 
walks are sloppy, crosswalks are muddy, 
and the air isso cold that it hardens shoe 
leatheruntilitis no usual thing for it to 
crack and become sorry to look upon. 
Nothing can be done actually to prevent the 
season from telling upon the wearing qual- 
ities of shoes, but a great deal can be done to 
prevent them from becoming as badly in- 
jured as they might otherwise be. 

When shoes have become very muddy the 
worst of the mud should be knocked off with 
a thin strip of hard wood, which should be 
kept forthe purpose. A very stiff brush will 
then take off the rest of the dirt. Now, apply 
a dressing made by mixing two drachms of 
spermaceti oil, half a pint of vinegar, three 


ounces of treacle and four ounces of finely 
owdered ivory black. The vinegar should 

e added last. This will make the shoes look 
almost as well as they did before their rough 
treatment. 

When meditating a trip on a rainy day it is 
a wise plan to rub the shoes with a water- 
proof mixture, which will make them soft, 
— 4 and hardyy. Avery good recipt for 
ls is an ounce of bees-wax, an ounce of 
turpentine, a quarter of an ounce of Bur- 
gundy pitch, melted over a slow fire with a 
Half pint of oil. Becautious with the tur- 
pentine. This mixture may be applied often, 
and will be found really excellent. 

To wear patent leathers in winter time, 
and to keep them bright and uncracked re- 
quires care and eternal vigilance. Rub them 
when dulled with a little milk, and when 
they are not in use keep them in a warm 
room, Always warm slightly before puttin 
upon the feet. On very cold days it is a — 
— to lea ve one’s patent leathers at home, 
ecause atripinto the atmosphere of zero 
will almost assuredly cause them to crack. 
Stuffing the toes of patent leather shoes with 
cotton will keep them from bending and 
cracking. 

Keep your shoes well oiled in damp 
weather, andif by any chance they become 
wet through let them dry slowly or they

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SPRING FASHIONS. 


PARIS RETURNING 70 THE STYLES OF 
THE ERA OF THE RESTORATION, 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DIsPatcn. 

Paris, Feb. 11.—The advent of the last 
month of winter brings around anew the 
consideration of spring fashions. Just now 
styles are changing with such perplexing 
rapidity that the chronicler who would keep 
up with their variations is compelied to be 
very much on the alert. 

There is at present a rage for First Empire 
gowns, but I do not think that the mania 
will be of long duration. The 
short-waisted bodices, coming just below 
the arm pits, the full flowing skirts, 
and the floating ribbons falling from a bow 
set upon the bust, may be “esthetic but are 
certainly not becoming. This fashion Is 
peculiarly trying to a fnely molded figure 
and is only endurable when the wearer is 
slender and shapeless like a broom stick. A 
stout lady and one whois beautifully formed 
are alike seen at a disadvantage in such a 
garb. Two ofthese dresses, one in silver- 
gray satin trimmed with pale 
pink velvet, and another in black 
crape with a celnture and bow 
with long ends in pink faille ribbon, were 
worn recently ata very brilliant afternoon 
musicale. They looked stylish, and the 
painters who were present admired them 
greatly. But they were decidedly not be- 
coming. 

Weare drifting fast in the way of acces- 
sories of dress back to the era of the Restora- 
tion. The fancy bagsin velvet or satin or 
brocade (the ‘‘reticules’’ of our great - grand - 
mothers) drawn with ribbons to match their 
fabric, and to be carried suspended from the 
arm, are among the favorite articles of the, 
hour. Scarfs in lace or an embroidered 
muslin are to be worn, thrown over the 
shoulders during the coming summer; re- 
vivals also are these of the Restoration or the 
Louis Philippe era. The next revival, itis 
confidently predicted, will be that of the 
India shawl, that favorite wrap of the 
Empress Josephine, while she was still only 
Mme. Bonaparte. For this revived style, 
not the elaborately bordered shawls of thirty 
or forty years ago will be in vogue 
but those with white or red or yellow centers 
and narrow borders in dull shades of blue 
and olive green, the wraps adored by our 
great grandmothers in fact, will be in 
favor. Also the India scarf in the same 
style will be worn mantle- wise, especially 
by elderly ladies, However, these are pro- 
phecies merely and may never come to pass, 
though they came to me fromthe very best 
authority. 

A fixed fact, however, is the return in 
the fashions of the white real laces 
manufactured for trimming evening dresses, 
to the old styles of other days. Point ap-. 
plique, so long discussed, Is now the fashion- 
able lace of the hour. It is manufactured, 
not in the rich artistic pattérs of forty years 
ago, butinthethin scatteréd or straggiing 
designs ona wide groundwork of plain net, 
which was used at the beginning of the 
present century, in the days When little girls 
were given by their mammas great bundles of 
point de Venise and point d' Alencon 
touse in dressing their dolls. Duchesse 
lace,ina new pattern, reproducing the 
antique point de Venise, is immediately pop- 
ular for bordering the tops of corsages of 
Louis XIII. ball dresses. It is worn in widths 
of from sixtoeightinches and is put on 
witha slight fullness around the shallow 
decolletage, falling over the tops of the full 
half-long sleeves. Fine old Honiton lace 18 
also employed in that manner. 

Black materials are coming greatly into 
fashion for full dress, as well as for 
demi-tollette, black tulles and crapes being 
much worn by young ladies. The somber 
effects of the dress itself are relieved by the 
brilliancy of the accessories, such as the 
half-long, very full velvet sleeves and the 
girdles in gold gaioon or gold passementerie. 
A young American beauty recently appeared 
at a large dinner-party in a dress of black 
tulle, made with a low-necked corsage in 
gathered folds over a foundation ot 
black taffetas, the skirt in the 
same style and of the same materiale 
falling from an inch-wide band of gold galoon 
that encircled the slender waist. Very full 
elbow sleeves in velvet of a vivid shade of 
rose pink gave color and dressiness to this 
very charming toilette. Dresses for after- 
noon wear in black crape or peau de sole 
are often made with square plastrons in gold 
passementerie, studded with jet or with tiny 
imitation gems, or having the corsage 
trimmed with bands of inch-wide gold 
galoon, forming not only the girdle but the 
collar, and arranged in rows around the 
lower half of the sleeves. 


The first mantles for spring have made 
their appearance at Worth’s. They are all 
long capes, or rather, Henri Deux cloaks, 
falling far below the waist and made with 
immense ruches around the neck or with 
triple collars. Some of those for Easter wear 
are in velvet, one in a very pale shade of 
green, covered one-third ofthe way up with 
black tulle and finished at the neck with full 
ruches of black lace mingled with Irish 
guipure, being very noticeable, Another was 
in black stamped velvet, the pattern being 
leaves, and the design edged and defined by 
an embroidery of jet spangles.

The Arm at Work. 

Beneath the shoulder-biade is a fiat and 
powerful spiral spring, which Operates upon 
a wire running down the arm over and under 
rollers at joints to the thumb and fingers 
much as the real muscles of the arm work. ; 

This spring moves the arm up and down, 
opens and closes the hand and swings the 
arm backward automatically. The tension 
can be increased or diminished atthe Presi- 
dent’s will. This enables the President, of 
course, to stop the arm at any moment when 
there isa break inthe procession and thus 
avoid attracting attention to his arm, as was 
so frequently the case in the old times. 

The arm at the shoulder is slight and thin, 
in order to add as little as possible to the 
scarcely anything else?’
